Helena, Montana Senate Chambers 
January 6, 1975 Capitol Building 


At 12:00 o’clock noon, pursuant to the Constitution of the State, the 
Senate of the Forty-fourth Legislature of the State of Montana was called 
to order, Senator Dave Manning presiding.

Governor’s Budget Message 
MEMBERS OF THE FORTY-FOURTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


Years ago someone hung the term “the Dismal Science” on the field 
of economics. It is a term you hear more and more frequently these days, 
not without good reason. We — you, me, all Montanans, indeed all 
Americans — are presently experiencing the most pronounced economic 
crunch most of us have ever experienced. An ominous air of uncertainty 
hangs over the entire economic scene in America today. The experimental 
economics which has become a way of life at the federal level over the 
past several years has led to the potentially disastrous combination of 
inflation and recession that we are now experiencing. 


Viewed from the standpoint of the public administrator, inflation causes 
an increase in the need for human services, as does the increased unem- 
ployment which results from recession. Further, although infiation leads 
to higher tax collections, at least temporarily, unemployment leads to a 
decrease in tax collections. Therefore, depending on the inflation - reces- 
sion mix, beyond a certain point we could very well be faced with a situa- 
tion of declining tax collections and increasing human service require- 
ments. That’s dismal. 


I am optimistic that we will not reach that point during the next two 
years. However, I do not foresee a miraculous turn around in the present 
economic facts of life. I think it is clear to everyone that we are entering 
a period during which our resources will be strained to meet our service 
requirements. But we must not allow the uncertainty of the circumstances 
to prevent us from exerting the leadership we must to resolve the prob- 
lems we face. My contribution to get this effort underway is the Executive 
Budget you have before you. 


In the pages that follow, you will find detailed descriptions of my budget 
recommendations for the 1975-77 Biennium. For the most part, these 
recommendations relate to the continuation of existing programs. How- 
ever, I have also included recommendations for several new programs and 
for significant expansions of existing programs in an effort to meet what 
I consider to be the truly high priority needs of the citizens of Montana. 


The total operational budget is $1.36 billion, representing an 18 percent 
increase over the $1.15 billion budget approved by the Forty-Third Legis- 
lature. The General Fund portion of the budget amounts to $371 million, 
up from $251 million in the current biennium. Increases in budgets in 
three areas — Institutions, Post-Secondary Education, and Social and 
Rehabilitation Services — account for $105 million from the General 
Fund. Inflation alone during the current funding period has cost state 
government $3-4 million. 


The total Long-Range Building Program budget is $41 million. In this 
budget I am recommending a cash building program of $18 million, of 
which less than $800,000 will come from the General Fund, and a bond 
funded building program amounting to $23 million. 


The budget I have recommended will not require a tax increase, nor 
will it create continuing expenditure obligations which will lead to a tax 
increase in the 1977-79 Biennium. In fact, it is with considerable pleasure 
that I am able to inform you that the allocation of state financial 
resources | am recommending in this budget provides $29.5 million in 
funding from state sources that otherwise would have had to be raised 
through local and statewide property taxes over the next two years. This, 
combined with $45 million in property tax relief and $48 million in income 
tax relief resulting from legislation sponsored or endorsed by my adminis- 
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tration in the Forty-third Legislature, brings to $123 million the amount 
of direct property and income tax relief realized by the taxpayers of Mon- 
tana thus far during my administration. 


INSTITUTIONS 


In the State of the State Message, I emphasized that we must provide 
a decent level of care and treatment for citizens who must reside in our 
institutions, particularly Boulder River School and Hospital and Warm 
Springs State Hospital. In an effort to respond to the needs of these citi- 
zens and the institutions in which they must reside, I am recommending 
broadly expanded and upgraded programs at Boulder and Warm Springs. 
In particular, I am recommending salary increases ranging from approxi- 
mately 10 percent for professional staff to 35 percent for the lowest paid 
direct care and support personnel. These salary increase recommenda- 
tions, which apply to all personnel at all of the custodial and care insti- 
tutions, are long overdue. We cannot possibly hope to adequately staff 
our institutions with high caliber personnel unless we are willing to offer 
salaries which wiil adequately compensate personnel for the difficult and 
frequently unpleasant work which must be done at these institutions. I 
am also recommending that 252 full-time equivalent staff positions be 
added at Boulder River School and Hospital. This would bring Montana 
into compliance with staffing standards set by the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals, as well as with standards set down in the 
recent Federal Court decision in the Partlow decree in the Wyatt v. 
Stickney case in Alabama. In addition, I am recommending an increase 
of 362 full-time equivalent staff positions at Warm Springs State Hospi- 
tal. I have included in my recommendations a transportation program 
which would provide bus transportation to Boulder, Warm Springs, and 
Galen from the urban areas which provide the labor pool for these insti- 
tutions. Finally, I am recommending that care and treatment programs 
and training and rehabilitation programs at Boulder River School and 
Hospital and Warm Springs State Hospital be significantly upgraded and 
expanded. The total cost of implementation of these recommendations at 
Boulder and Warm Springs is approximately $25 million for the biennium. 


DEVELOPMENTALLY DISABLED 


Closely related to the provision of care and treatment programs for resi- 
dents at Boulder River School and Hospital is the provision of care, treat- 
ment, training and recreational programs for developmentally disabled 
citizens in general. Many such persons either presently reside in commun- 
ities, or reside at Boulder but could function in communities if services 
were available at the community level. I am recommending $7.5 million 
be appropriated to fund the Developmental Disabilities Facilities and 
Services Act of 1974 and thereby assist communities in efforts to develop 
and provide services for the developmentally disabled. Implementation of 
this recommendation should make possible the transfer of 200 to 250 resi- 
dents from Boulder River School and Hospital to community facilities. 


PROPERTY TAX RELIEF AND REFORM 


Foundation Program: I recommend that foundation program schedule 
rates be increased by an average of six percent each year of the new bien- 
nium and that the program be fully funded. In addition to helping to offset 
a substantial portion of the impact of inflation on our public schools, these 
increases should reduce the amount of funding required to be obtained 
from voted property tax levies by $6 million in Fiscal Year 1976 and $12 
million in Fiscal Year 1977. This will be the second successive biennium 
and the second time in recent history that the foundation program has 
been fully funded at increased schedule rates. 
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State Permissive Levy: I am recommending that all Revenue Sharing 
funds received by the state in Fiscal Year 1977 be used to reduce the 
statewide property levy required to fund the state public school permissive 
deficiency for Fiscal Year 1977. If the Revenue Sharing Act is continued 
by Congress, and all indications are that it will be, this proposal will mean 
a reduction of over $8 million in statewide property taxes in Fiscal Year 
1977. 


Residential Tax Reform: I am recommending that $3.5 million be appro- 
priated to fund “circuit breaker” type legislation which will provide direct 
property tax rebates to Montana citizens who are over 55 years old and 
earn less than $7,500 annually. The tax reform act I will present to the 
Legislature will apply to both home owners and renters and will affect 
approximately 30,000 senior citizen families in Fiscal Year 1977. 


STRENGTHENING LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


I urge the Assembly to give careful consideration to my recommendation 
that $656,000 be appropriated to fund the local government study commis- 
sions which were created by the Forty-third Legislature in response to 
the constitutional mandate for local reviews of existing local govern- 
mental structures. These funds are essential if the local study commis- 
sions are to perform the comprehensive reviews they must in order to 
adequately satisfy the mandate set out by the Constitution. Also, I 
recommend that the present State Commission on Local Government be 
continued through the next biennium and that a General Fund appropria- 
tion of $468,000 be appropriated to finance a continuation of the vital 
research and planning effort that Commission is currently conducting. 


STATEWIDE CLASSIFICATION AND PAY PLAN 


The study of state employee wage levels mandated by the 1973 Session 
of the Forty-third Legislature clearly shows that in many categories of 
employment, state employees are considerably underpaid in comparison 
to their counterparts in non-state jobs. The study further shows that great 
salary variations exist for comparable jobs located in different state agen- 
cies. In response to the legislative mandate to establish a uniform job clas- 
sification system for state employees, the Department of Administration 
has developed a comprehensive classification system and, in addition, has 
conducted wage and salary surveys to establish a base for salary level 
recommendations. All members of this Assembly have by now received 
copies of the report submitted to me by the Department of Administration 
containing the wage and salary plan recommended by that Department. 
I have adopted, essentially, the salary level recommendations of the 
Department of Administration, with the primary modifications being 
those which were necessary to insure that salary levels for institutional 
employees remain consistent with those I have endorsed publicly in the 
past few months. I am recommending that the wage levels shown in the 
Department of Administration report, adjusted as I have just mentioned, 
be made effective retroactive to January 1, 1975. In addition, I am recom- 
mending that these levels be increased by 5% on July 1, 1975 for Fiscal 
Year 1976 and that another increase of 4.1% be provided on July 1, 1976 
for Fiscal Year 1977. Finally, I recommend that each employee who has 
performed his job in a satisfactory manner receive a step increase on July 
1, 1975 and another on July 1 of 1976. 


These recommendations are built into the individual agency budgets 
you have before you. Compared to what it would cost to simply retain 
the existing salary structure and give each employee a nine percent 
increase each year of the new biennium, my recommendation would cost 
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the General Fund an additional $2.9 million in Fiscal Year 1975, $3.5 
million in Fiscal Year 1976, and $3.3 million in Fiscal Year 1977. 


HIGHER EDUCATION 


Instructional Units: To fail once again to properly fund the instructional 
units of our University System will be tantamount to admitting that qual- 
ity higher education is not a high priority state responsibility. Faculty 
salaries in Montana substantially lag salaries paid by other 
intermountain area colleges and universities. We are very much in danger 
of losing many of our finer faculty members as they find that, in the face 
of the exorbitant inflation rate, they can no longer justify declining higher 
salary offers elsewhere in the region. Therefore, I have recommended a 
University System budget which incorporates salary increases of the same 
magnitude as the increases I have recommended for state employees who 
are classified under the State Classification System. This recommendation 
will pull Montana faculty averages up to within a reasonable proximity 
of intermountain averages. Because of the nature of the formula funding 
technique adopted by the Board of Regents for this biennium, the recom- 
mended salary increases will lead to an increased General Fund require- 
ment of $21 million for the new biennium. 


Bureau of Mines: Montana is among the wealthier states, mineral-wise, 
in the nation. In the State of the State Message, I stressed the need for 
orderly development of Montana’s mineral resources. Orderly development 
presupposes a thorough advance knowledge of our mineral potential and 
the problems associated with development of that potential. With ade- 
quate funding, the Montana Bureau of Mines can assemble the informa- 
tion base required for the development of a comprehensive plan for orderly 
development of our mineral resources. I strongly recommend that this 
Assembly appropriate the $1.8 million I have included in the budget for 
the operation of the Bureau of Mines. This investment now will repay 
itself many times in the future. 


Educational Television: The Forty-third Legislature provided for the 
creation of a state owned and operated educational television network to 
provide educational, cultural, historical and current affairs programming 
for all citizens of the state. I am recommending that $2 million be appro- 
fae for operation of this extremely worthwhile program in the next 

iennium. 


Library Commission: Federal funds for several critical programs carried 
out by the Library Commission are likely to be severely reduced or elimi- 
nated entirely in the next biennium. In order to avoid an interruption 
of the excellent services provided by these programs, I am recommending 
a General Fund contingency appropriation of $1 million for the Library 
Commission for 1975-77. Under the contingency appropriation, federal 
funds received by the Library Commission during the biennium will be 
used to replace funds appropriated from the General Fund. 


Student Assistance Programs: The Forty-third Legislature enacted 
legislation providing for a state subsidized work study program to assist 
students financially while they attend one of the state higher educational 
units. I think it is important for the state to do what it can to guarantee 
educational opportunity to all citizens, irrespective of their financial 
resources. I have thus recommended that $1 million be appropriated to 
implement our work study law, thereby providing financial assistance on 
a work study basis for students who must overcome prohibitive financial 
barriers if they are to attend college. 


I have also recommended an appropriation of $950,000 so that Montana 
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can expand its participation in the WAMI cooperative medical school pro- 
gram. The expanded program will allow 20 students per year to spend 
the first year of medical school in a specially designed program at Mon- 
tana State University, and then go on to the University of Washington 
for the remainder of their medical education. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY 


Among the serious problems facing Montanans today are high interest 
rates and the lack of mortgage capital for single family dwellings and 
apartments. These problems are especially serious for our low and mod- 
erate income citizens. 


I am supporting legislation which will establish a housing finance pro- 
gram at the state level to provide funds at below market interest rates 
to encourage the construction of housing by and for Montana’s low and 
moderate income citizens. The program would be funded by the issuance 
of revenue bonds, the principal and interest of which would be paid by 
revenues from housing projects aided by loans made under the program. 


For the implementation of this program I have recommended the appro- 
priation of $181,000 for the biennium. 


LONG-RANGE BUILDING PROGRAM 


While I had originally hoped that the Long-Range Building Program 
could be kept on a cash basis for the next biennium, it has become increas- 
ingly clear that demand for General Fund revenue to fund high priority 
service programs precludes the possibility of cash funding the entire pro- 
gram of facilities construction that I consider to be essential at this time. 
Therefore, I am recommending a two part $41 million building program, 
$18 million of which is funded with current revenue, with the $23 million 
to come from the sale of 10 and 20 year bonds. 


There are many good reasons for embarking on this extensive building 
program during the coming biennium: the buildings are essential to effi- 
cient operation of and provision of services by State government, and 
sooner or later they will have to be constructed; building costs are increas- 
ing daily because of inflation; the construction program will employ many 
Montanans, and at this time of high unemployment, any project which 
is worthwhile and which will provide jobs for Montanans will be to the 
benefit of all the citizens of the State. 


During the past several years, demands for state services have 
outstripped the ability of existing programs to provide these services. The 
cumulative impact of factors creating the increased demand, such as infla- 
tion, the general recession in the housing construction industry, the long 
overdue maturation of attitudes about care and treatment of the 
developmentally disabled and mentally ill, and the energy crisis could not 
have been accurately anticipated two years ago, although I think we all 
were aware that the impact would be substantial. During the period since 
the present biennium got underway my administration has made careful 
assessments of those major factors and other human service needs. 


The budget I am presenting to you today contains my recommendations 
regarding the funding of programs I consider to be essential to the general 
well-being and long and short-range benefit of the citizens of the State 
of Montana. The budget takes into account existing deficiencies in service 


provision, and anticipates new service requirements which will arise in 
the next several years. 


You will note from the General Fund Budget Summary in Section 2 
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that I am recommending an ending General Fund balance of $10 million 
for the next biennium. Although this may appear to be a large balance, 
it must be kept in mind that it is based on anticipated revenue collections, 
which in turn are based on certain assumptions about the condition of 
the economy of the state during the next 30 months. With the nation’s 
experts differing widely about the potential state of the economy in the 
coming months, I think it is both reasonable and essential that we main- 
tain a $10 million balance. This represents only three percent of the total 
General Fund appropriation I have recommended for the biennium. That 
does not leave an excessive margin for error in these uncertain times. 


The Governor has a responsibility under law to present his priorities 
and recommendations for funding programs for the provision of services. 
In fulfilling this responsibility, much time and effort has been devoted 
to the formulation of this budget. But in the final analysis, it is the 
responsibility of the Legislature, not the Executive, to determine the level 
of funding. 


There will be proposals requiring funding which will originate with the 
Legislature. Further, this Assembly will make changes in the various 
budgets we have submitted. However, I urge the Legislature not to exceed 
the level we have recommended. To do so would require a tax increase 
which the people of Montana should not have to bear during these times 
when they are having a difficult time making ends meet. 


Finally, in your deliberations concerning the budget I invite you to call 
upon the Office of Budget and Program Planning and other members of 
my staff at any time for additional information and assistance.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In 1974, the Legislature considered numerous proposals for election 
reform in the State of Montana. Among those proposals was a bill which 
was drafted by my staff and introduced by Senator Miles Romney. That 
bill and all of the other major proposals for election reform were not 
enacted by the 1974 Legislature. 


At the end of the 1974 Session, I renewed my efforts to see meaningful 
campaign reform legislation enacted in Montana. I created an Ad Hoc 
Committee on Election Reform and asked them to prepare legislation for 
consideration by the 1975 Legislature. In creating this Committee, I asked 
all of those people who were involved in lobbying for or against campaign 
reform legislation in the 1974 Session to serve on the Committee. The 
Committee was comprised of representatives from the County Attorneys’ 
Association, the County Clerks and Recorders Association, Montana 
Common Cause, the Democratic and Republican Parties, the AFL-CIO, 
the League of Women Voters, the Montana Chamber of Commerce, the 
Secretary of State’s Office, the Office of Legislative Council, Representa- 
tive Bob Marks and Senator Mike Greely. The Committee conducted a 
thorough examination of the current Corrupt Practices Act and finally 
recommended six majority and four minority proposals for introduction 
in the 1975 Session of the Legislature. I unequivocally endorse the major- 
ity proposals of the Ad Hoc Committee on Election Reform. However, 
before I discuss the majority proposals, I believe that it is necessary to 
briefly outline why election reform is needed in Montana. 


The current Corrupt Practices Act is outdated, unintelligible and utterly 
confusing. A close examination of the current Corrupt Practices Act indi- 
cates that if applied literally, there is virtually no person who has ever 
participated either directly or indirectly in the political process who 
cannot be accused of violating the provisions of the law. 


For example, the current Corrupt Practices Act requires every person, 
other than a candidate, who spends more than $50 to aid in the election 
or defeat of a candidate to file a statement listing the contributions made 
with the Secretary of State’s Office. I can assure you that if you will check 
with the Secretary of State’s Office, you will find that only a handful 
of people have ever complied with the provisions of this law. 


Another provision of the Corrupt Practices Act makes it a crime for 
a candidate to provide “any meat, drink, or other entertainment or provi- 
sion, clothing, liquors, cigars, or tobacco, to or for any person for the pur- 
pose of or with the intent or hope to influence that person or any other 
person, to give or refrain from giving his vote” in an election. This section 
of the law goes on to specify that it is also a crime for an elector to receive 
such meat, drink, liquor or entertainment. If applied literally, this provi- 
sion of the law would preclude any candidate from conducting a coffee 
hour, picnic, dinner, or entertainment function for the purpose of meeting 
voters or gathering support. 


Another provision of the law makes it a crime to give “any money or 
valuable thing to any elector”. This provision has been construed by the 


eptans Supreme Court to include folders containing needles, thread and 
pencils. 


The disclosure and reporting requirements of the Corrupt Practices Act 
are also very ambiguous. 
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These and other provisions of the law are just a few reasons why I am 
convinced that meaningful election reform must be enacted by the 44th 
Legislature. I urge the Legislature to pass the majority recommendations 
of the Ad Hoc Committee on Election Reform. 


The major provisions of the majority recommendations that will be 
presented to you can be described as follows: 


The most essential element of campaign reform that you will consider 
is a proposal to establish a politically independent enforcement officer. 
This legislation will establish the Office of the Commissioner of Campaign 
Finances and Practices in the Secretary of State’s Office. The Commis- 
sioner would be selected by the majority and minority of both houses of 
the Legislature. However, if these four individuals could not agree on the 
selection of a commissioner, the Montana Supreme Court would then 
appoint a fifth public member to cast the tie-breaking vote. 


Once appointed, the Commissioner could only be removed from office 
by impeachment. However, the person selected to serve as Commissioner 
of Campaign Finances and Practices would only be permitted to serve one 
five year term and that person would not be permitted to run for any 
public office in the State of Montana for a period of five years after his 
or her term expired. 


The Commissioner would be responsible for investigating all alleged 
violations of Montana’s campaign laws. Once the investigation was com- 
pleted, the information would be turned over to the appropriate county 
attorney and the county attorney would then have thirty days to decide 
whether or not a prosecution was justified. If a county attorney chose not 
to undertake the prosecution, the information would then be returned to 
the Commissioner and he or she would be authorized to undertake a prose- 
cution. 


I must emphasize, however, that in creating the position of Commis- 
sioner of Campaign Finances and Practices, it is essential that the 
Commissioner be granted the authority to provide assistance to candidates 
for public office. We cannot hope to have total compliance with the law 
unless all candidates for public office can go to the Commissioner and 
receive speedy answers to questions involving campaign practices and 
reporting requirements. The majority recommendation of the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Election Reform gives the Commissioner the authority to 
establish uniform accounting systems for candidates and to provide other 
services to those who must comply with the provisions of the law. 


The second majority recommendation of the Ad Hoc Committee on Elec- 
tion Reform would impose a limitation on the amount that any individual 
or group of individuals can contribute to a particular candidate in any 
election. This legislation is being presented to you in recognition of the 
fact that no person or group of persons should be permitted to buy an 
election for a candidate. 


The third majority recommendation of the Ad Hoc Committee on Elec- 
tion Reform would revise the current political criminal libel or disclaimer 
requirements of Montana’s election laws. Basically, this legislation would 
require that the name of the person paying for political advertisements 
or materials to be printed on campaign material. 


Two of the majority proposals of the Ad Hoc Committee on Election 
Reform will deal directly with the involvement of public employees in the 
political process. I am firmly convinced that Montana’s new Constitution 
requires that the existing provisions of the law must be changed. Public 
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employees should be protected at all costs against coercion to participate 
in political campaigns. But, at the same time, the right of public 
employees to support the candidates of their choice should be guaranteed 
so long as their activities do not occur during working hours. 


The final majority recommendation of the Ad Hoc Committee would 
revise the current provisions of state law prohibiting corporations from 
contributing to political campaigns. The majority recommendation of the 
Committee would expand the prohibition against corporate contributions 
to include ballot issues. At the same time, however, the proposed revision 
would delete the prohibition which now prevents the majority share- 
holders in a corporation from contributing to political campaigns. 


I hope that you will carefully study and evaluate all of the majority 
recommendations for election reform submitted by the Ad Hoc Committee 
on Election Reform. Senator Mike Greely, who was a member of the Ad 
Hoc Committee, will be sponsoring all but one of the majority recom- 
mendations of that Committee. Senator Miles Romney will be sponsoring 
the majority recommendation dealing with corporate contributions. If you 
have questions about any of the majority recommendations, Senator 
Greely, Senator Romney, or members of my staff will be glad to meet 
with you. I can only emphasize that we cannot afford to wait until 1977 
to achieve meaningful election reform in Montana. The confidence of the 
people in the political process can only be maintained if we are willing 
to enact strong and enforceable laws to regulate the campaign process.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In 1971 the Montana Legislature enacted the Professional Negotiations 
Act (Title 75, Chapter 61, R.C.M. 1947) in an effort to provide a well- 
defined collective bargaining procedure for teachers and school boards. 
Experience in the last four years has exposed severe weaknesses in the 
act which have frustrated negotiations at the bargaining table and 
disrupted education in school districts throughout the State. 


The current law has an inadequate impasse procedure. While impasse 
panels have been appointed, neither the bargaining unit nor the school 
board is obligated to consider the recommendations of the panel. In recent 
years some impasse panel recommendations have been flatly ignored. 


The Professional Negotiations Act is inadequate in the definitions and 
procedures regarding unfair labor practices. There is no remedy for 
alleged unfair labor practices short of district court action. 
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The law is unclear on who may be included in bargaining units. The 
definition of what items are negotiable is unclear. 


By Supreme Court decision (Vol. 31, Montana Reporter, p. 678) school 
boards may issue individual teacher contracts before a negotiated settle- 
ment has been reached, thus limiting the power of teachers to negotiate 
through their lawfully recognized bargaining agent. 


The deficiencies of the law were recognized by the 48rd Legislative 
Assembly, which authorized the appointment of an interim committee on 
teacher-school board negotiations. That panel met during the interim, but 
its recommendations do not address the major problems in the current 
law. 


The passage of legislation which clearly defines collective bargaining 
rights and delineates orderly procedures to resolve disputes will benefit 
both sides of the bargaining table. I urge the Legislature to correct the 
deficiencies in the current law and provide Montana’s teachers with the 
rights of collective bargaining, which are currently guaranteed to all other 
public employees.

‘64-305. Definitions. As used in this act, unless the context requires 
otherwise: 


(1) “Age” means number of years since birth. It does not mean level 
of maturity or ability to handle responsibility. These latter criteria may 
represent legitimate considerations as reasonable grounds for discrimi- 
nation without reference to age. 


(2) “Commission” means the commission for human rights provided for 
in section 82A-1015. 


(3) “Department” means the department of labor and industry pro- 
vided for in Title 82A, chapter 10. 


(4) “Educational institution” means a public or private institution and 
includes an academy, college, elementary or secondary school, extension 
course, kindergarten, nursery, school system, university, a business, 
nursing, professional, secretarial, technical or vocational school or an 
agent of an educational institution. 


(5) “Employee” means any individual employed by an employer. 


(6) “Employer” means an employer of one (1) or more persons but does 
not include a fraternal, charitable, or religious association or corpora- 
tion, if the association or corporation is not organized for private profit; 
or to provide accommodation or services that are available on a 
nonmembership basis. 


(7) “Employment agency” means a person undertaking to procure 
employees or opportunities to work. 


(8) “Financial institution” means a commercial bank, trust company, 
mutual savings bank, cooperative bank, homestead association, finance 
company, mutual savings and loan association or an insurance company. 


(9) “Housing accommodation” means a building or portion of a build- 
ing, whether constructed or to be constructed, which is or will be used 
as the sleeping quarters of its occupants. 


(10) “Labor organization” means an organization and an agent of the 
organization, organized for the purpose, in whole or in part, of collective 
bargaining, dealing with employers concerning grievances, terms of 
conditions of employment, or of other mutual aid protection of 
employees. 


(11) “Mental handicap” means any mental disability resulting in 
subaverage intellectual functioning and impaired social competence. 


(12) “National origin” means ancestry. 


(13) “Person” means one (1) or more individuals, labor unions, partner- 
ships, associations, corporations, legal representatives, mutual compa- 
nies, joint-stock companies, trusts, unincorporated employees, employ- 
ers, employment agencies, or labor organizations. 


(14) “Physical handicap” means any physical disability, infirmity, 
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malformation or disfigurement which is caused by bodily injury, birth 
defect or illness, including epilepsy, and shall include without limitation 
any degree of paralysis, amputation, lack of physical coordination, 
blindness or visual impediment, deafness or hearing impediment, 
muteness or speech impediment, or physical reliance on a guide dog for 
the blind, wheelchair, or other remedial appliance or device. 


(15) “Public accommodation” means a place which caters or offers its 
services, goods, or facilities to the general public including but not 
limited to a public inn, restaurant, eating house, hotel, roadhouse, place 
where food or spirituous or malt liquors are sold for consumption, motel, 
soda fountain, soft drink parlor, tavern, night club, trailer park, resort, 
campground, barber shop, beauty parlor, bathroom, resthouse, theater, 
swimming pool, skating rink, golf course, cafe, ice cream parlor, trans- 
portation company, hospital, and all other public amusement and busi- 
ness establishments, subject only to the conditions and limitations 
established by law and applicable alike to all persons. 


(16) “Credit” means the right granted by a creditor to a person to defer 
payment of a debt or to incur debt and defer its payment, or purchase 
property or services and defer payment therefor, including but not 
limited to the right to incur and defer debt which is secured by residen- 
tial real property. 


(17) “Creditor” means any person who regularly or as a part of his 
business arranges for the extension of credit for which the payment of 
a financial charge or interest is required whether in connection with 
loans, sale of property, or services, or otherwise. 


(18) “Credit transaction” means any invitation to apply for credit, 
application for credit, extension of credit, or credit sale.’ 


Section 2. Section 64-306, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘64-306. Discriminatory practices described and prohibited. (1) It is an 
unlawful discriminatory practice for: 


(a) an employer to refuse employment to a person, or to bar him from 
employment, or to discriminate against him in compensation or in a 
term, condition, or privilege of employment because of his race, religion, 
color, or national origin or because of his age, physical or mental handi- 
cap or sex when the reasonable demands of the position do not require 
an age, physical or mental handicap or sex distinction; 


(b) a labor organization, because of a person’s sex, age, physical or 
mental handicap, race, religion, color, or national origin, to exclude or 
expel him from its membership, apprenticeship, or training program, 
or to discriminate in any way against a member of, or an applicant to 
the labor organization or an employer or an employee; 


(c) an employer or employment agency to print or circulate or cause 
to be printed or circulated a statement, advertisement, or publication, 
or to use a form of application for employment, which expresses, directly 
or indirectly, a limitation, specification or discrimination as to sex, age, 
physical or mental handicap, race, creed, color, or national origin, or 
an intent to make the limitation, unless based upon a bona fide occupa- 
tional qualification; 


(d) an employer, labor organization or employment agency to dis- 
charge, expel, or otherwise discriminate against a person because he 
has opposed any practices forbidden under this act or because he has 
filed a complaint, testified, or assisted in a proceeding under this act. 
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The state, employers, labor organizations, and employment agencies 
shall maintain records on age, sex, and race that are required to admin- 
ister the civil rights law and regulations. These records are confidential 
and available only to federal and state personnel legally charged with 
administering civil rights laws and regulations. However, statistical 
information compiled from records on age, sex, and race shall be made 
available to the general public. 


(2) It is an unlawful discriminatory practice for the owner, lessee, 
manager, agent, or employee of a public accommodation: 


(a) to refuse, withhold from, or deny to a person any of its services, 
goods, facilities, advantages, or privileges because of sex, race, age, 
physical or mental handicap, religion, color, or national origin; 


(b) to publish, circulate, issue, display, post or mail a written or 
printed communication, notice or advertisement which states or implies 
that any of the services, goods, facilities, advantages or privileges of 
the public accommodation will be refused, withheld from or denied to 
a person of a certain race, religion, sex, age, physical or mental handi- 
cap, color or national origin except when the distinction is based on 
reasonable grounds under rules adopted by the commission. 


(3) It is an unlawful discriminatory practice for the owner, lessee, 
manager or other person having the right to sell, lease, or rent a hous- 
ing accommodation or improved or unimproved property: 


(a) to refuse to sell, lease, or rent the housing accommodation or prop- 
erty to a person because of sex, race, religion, color, age, physical or 
mental handicap, or national origin, except when the distinction is 
based on reasonable grounds under rules adopted by the commission; 


(b) to discriminate against a person because of sex, race, religion, age, 
physical or mental handicap, color, or national origin in a term, condi- 
tion, or privilege relating to the use, sale, lease, or rental of a housing 
accommodation or improved or unimproved property, except when the 
distinction is based on reasonable grounds under rules adopted by the 
commission; or 


(c) to make a written or oral inquiry or record of the sex, race, religion, 
age, physical or mental handicap, color, or national origin of a person 
seeking to buy, lease, or rent a housing accommodation or improved or 
unimproved property, except when the distinction is based on reasonable 
grounds under rules adopted by the commission; 


(d) a private residence designed for single family occupancy, in which 
sleeping space is rented to guests in the family home in which the land- 
lord also resides, may be excluded from the provisions of this act. 


(4) It is an unlawful discriminatory practice for a financial institution, 
upon receiving an application for financial assistance to permit an offi- 
cial or employee during the execution of his duties: 


(a) to discriminate against the applicant because of sex, race, religion, 
age, physical or mental handicap, color, or national origin in a term, 
condition or privilege relating to the obtainment or use of the insti- 
tution’s financial assistance.

(b) to publish, circulate, issue, display, post, or mail a written or 
printed communication, notice, or advertisement which states or implies 
that any local, state, or federal funds, services, goods, facilities, advan- 
tages, or privileges of the office or agency will be refused, withheld 
from, or denied to a person of a certain race, religion, sex, color, age, 
physical or mental handicap, or national origin or that the patronage 
of a person belonging to a particular race, creed, sex, color, or certain 
age or national origin or possessing a physical or mental handicap, is 
unwelcome, or not desired or solicited. 


(c) to refuse employment to a person, or to bar him from employment, 
or to discriminate against him in compensation or in a term, condition, 
or privilege of employment because of his political beliefs. However, this 
prohibition does not apply to policy-making positions on the immediate 
staff of an elected officer of the executive branch provided for in article 
VI, section 1, of the Montana constitution, nor to the appointment by 
the governor of a director of a principal department provided for in arti- 
cle VI, section 7, of the Montana constitution. 


(6) It is an unlawful discriminatory practice for an educational insti- 
tution: 


(a) to exclude, expel, limit, or otherwise discriminate against an indi- 
vidual seeking admission as a student or an individual enrolled as a 
student in the terms, condition, and privileges of the institution because 
of race, color, age, physical handicap, or national origin or because of 
mental handicap unless based on reasonable grounds under rules 
adopted by the commission; 


(b) to make or use a written or oral inquiry or form of application for 
admission that elicits or attempts to elicit information, or to make or 
keep a record, concerning the race, color, religion, physical or mental 
handicap, or national origin of an applicant for admission, except as 
permitted by regulations of the commission; 


(c) to print, publish, or cause to be printed or published a catalog or 
other notice or advertisement indicating a limitation, specification, or 
discrimination based on the race, color, religion, age, physical or mental 
handicap, sex, or national origin of an applicant for admission; or 


(d) to announce or follow a policy of denial or limitation through a 
quota or otherwise of educational opportunities of a group or its mem- 
bers because of race, color, religion, physical or mental handicap, or 
national origin. 


(7) It is an unlawful discriminatory practice for a creditor to discrimi- 
nate on the basis of race, color, religious creed, national origin, ancestry, 
age, mental or physical handicap, sex, or marital status against any 
person in any credit transaction.’ 


Section 3. Section 64-307, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘64-307. Sex, age, physical or mental handicap, race, religion, color, 
origin no justification for discrimination. (1) Sex, age, physical or 
mental handicap, race, religion, color or national origin, either singly 
or in combination, may not comprise justification for discrimination in 
and of themselves unless the nature of the service requires the dis- 
crimination for the legally demonstratable purposes of correcting a 
previous discriminatory practice.

five percent (5%) of the contract sale price of the coal mined in that 
county, whichever is higher. 


(2) Thirty percent (30%) of total collections per year, until July 1, 
1979, and thereafter forty percent (40%), to the earmarked revenue fund 
to the credit of the local impact and education trust fund account. 


(3) For each of the four (4) fiscal years following the effective date 
of this act ten percent (10%) of total collections per year to the ear- 
marked revenue fund to the credit of the coal area highway improve- 
ment account. 


(4) All other revenues from license taxes collected under the provisions 
of this chapter shall be deposited to the credit of the general fund of 
the state.’ 


Section 4. There is a new R.C.M. section that reads as follows: 
Coal area highway reconstruction program. 


(1) There is appropriated to the department of highways for each of 
the four (4) fiscal years following the effective date of this act all the 
funds in the coal area highway improvement account for carrying out 
the programs authorized by this section. 


(2) The department of highways, within the area designated as the 
Eastern Montana coal field economic growth center as certified to the 
secretary of transportation by the governor under section 143, Title 23, 
United States Code, shall prepare a special construction program for 
the reconstruction of deficient sections of these highways. 


(3) The department of highways shall expedite the planning and 
reconstruction program for projects on the designated portions within 
this area by using funds allocated under this subsection and any federal 
funds that may be made available to match such funds; until federal 
funds are made available to match the funds allocated under this sub- 
section the department of highways may, upon approval of the Montana 
state highway commission, expend such funds for planning and recon- 
struction projects. 


(4) Funds allocated under this subsection shall not be used to match 
apportionments made for primary and secondary highways under the 
Federal Aid Highway Acts; however, nothing in this subsection should 
be construed to prohibit the implementation of projects otherwise 
funded by apportionments made under the Federal Aid Highway Acts; 
furthermore, planning and reconstruction projects may be financed in 
whole or in part by public and private funds provided such projects con- 
form to the applicable standards, regulations and procedures of the 
department of highways and the federal highway administration. 


Section 5. There is a new R.C.M. section that reads as follows: 


Coal board established — composition. (1) There is a coal board com- 
posed of ten (10) members. 


(2) The coal board is allocated to the department of intergovernmental 


aaa. for administrative purposes only as prescribed in section 
-108. 
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(3) The members of the coal board are selected as follows: 


(a) four (4) local government elected officials from coal impacted areas 
shall be appointed by the governor from a list of eight (8) persons, four 
(4) of which are recommended by the Montana association of counties 
or its successor organization and four (4) of which are recommended 
by the Montana league of cities and towns; 


(b) the governor shall designate one (1) member from the department 
of intergovernmental relations; 


(c) the governor shall designate one (1) member from the department 
of social and rehabilitation services; 


(d) the board of health and environmental sciences shall designate one 
(1) member; 


(e) the board of natural resources and conservation shall designate one 
(1) member; 


(f) the board of public education shall designate one (1) member; 


(g) the board of regents shall designate one (1) member. Each person 
designated serves on the coal board at the pleasure of his designating 
authority while he is a member of the designating board, or department 
or while he remains an elected official for a two (2) year term. 


Section 6. There is a new R.C.M. section that reads as follows: 


Chairman - - meeting - - compensation. (1) The board shall elect a 
chairman from among its members. 


(2) The board shall meet quarterly and may meet at other times as 
called by the chairman or a majority of the members. 

(3) Members are entitled to compensation as provided for in section 
82A-112(7). 


Section 7. There is a new R.C.M. section that reads as follows: 
Coal board - - general powers. The board may: 

(1) Retain professional consultants and advisors; 

(2) Adopt rules governing its proceedings; 


(3) Consider applications for grants from the local impact and edu- 
cation trust fund account; and 


(4) Award grants, subject to section 8 of this act, not to exceed in any 
one year three fourths (%4) of the revenue paid into the local impact 
and education trust fund account, to local governmental units to assist 
such units in meeting the local impact of coal development by enabling 
it to adequately provide governmental services and facilities which are 
needed as a direct consequence of coal development. Such grant shall 
be awarded on the basis of (a) need, (b) degree of severity of impact 
from the coal development, and (c) availability of funds. 


Section 8. There is a new R.C.M. section that reads as follows: 


(1) The department of intergovernmental relations shall designate 
counties, towns, school districts and other governmental units which 
have had or expect to have an increase in estimated population of at 
least twenty percent (20%) during any three (3) years since 1972 as a 
result of the impact of coal development. The coal board shall, subject 
to the appropriations of the legislature, award at least fifty percent 
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(50%) of all grants awarded to governmental units for meeting the needs 
caused by coal development each year to these designated governmental 
units. 


(2) Attention should be given by the coal board to the need for com- 
munity planning before the full impact is realized. Applicants should 
be able to show how their request fits into an all over plan for the 
orderly management of the existing or contemplated growth problems. 


(3) All funds placed in the local impact and educational trust fund 
account established under the act shall be subject to appropriations by 
the legislature for use related to local impact or for transfer to a perma- 
nent trust for education. 


Section 9. There is a new R.C.M. section that reads as follows: 


The department of intergovernmental relations will provide suitable 
office facilities and the necessary staff for the coal board. 


Section 10. There is a new R.C.M. section that reads as follows: 


Applications for grants. The governing body of a city, town, county, or 
school district or any other governmental unit may apply for a grant 
to enable it to provide governmental services which are needed as a 
direct consequence of coal development. The coal board shall prescribe 
the form for applications. Applicants shall describe the nature of their 
proposed expenditures and the time involved. The board may commit 
itself to the expenditure of funds for more than one (1) year for a single 
project, as long as the grant does not extend over more than ten (10) 
years and does not exceed reasonable revenue expectations. 


Section 11. There is a new R.C.M. section that reads as follows: 


Disposition of interest from unexpended balance. The unexpended bal- 
ance in the local impact and education trust fund account shall be 
invested as provided by statute by the state board of investments. 
Seventy-five percent (75%) of the income from such investments each 
year shall be paid into the earmarked revenue fund, for state equaliza- 
tion aid to public schools of the state. The remaining twenty-five percent 
(25%) of the income from such investments each year shall be paid to 
the board of regents of higher education for use by the institutions of 
higher learning in the state of Montana subject to the budgeting author- 
ity of the legislature. Except as provided in section 6 (5) herein the prin- 
ciple of the local impact and educational trust fund shall be dedicated 
to education and forever remain inviolate and sacred to this purpose 


as provided in sections 3 and 10 of this Article X of the Montana con- 
stitution. 


Sertion 12. Section 75-6916, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
Ows: 


‘75-6916. Definition of a revenue for state equalization aid. The 
following shall be paid into the earmarked revenue fund, for state 
equalization aid to public schools of the state: 


(1) twenty-five percent (25% of all moneys received from the collection 
of income taxes under chapter 49 of Title 84, R.C.M. 1947, 


(2) Twenty-five percent (25%) of all moneys received from the collection 
of corporation license taxes under chapter 15 of Title 84, R.C.M. 1947, 
as provided by section 84-1901, R.C.M. 1947, 


(3) one-half (12) of the moneys received from the treasurer of the 
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United States as the state’s share of oil and gas royalties under the Act 
of Congress of February 25, 1920, 


(4) interest and income moneys described in sections 75-6907 and 
75-6908, R.C.M. 1947 [and], 


(5) income from the local impact and education trust fund account, and 


[(5)] (6) in addition to these revenues, the surplus revenues collected 
by the counties for foundation program support according to sections 
75-6912 and 75-6913 shall be paid into the same earmarked revenue 
fund. 


As used in this title, the term “state equalization aid” means those 
moneys deposited in the earmarked revenue fund as required in this 
section plus any legislative appropriation of moneys from other sources 
for distribution to the public schools for the purpose of equalization of 
the foundation program.”

(b) less than five (5) years have elapsed between the commission of 
the present offense and either:

(ii) the offender’s release on parole or otherwise from prison or other 
commitment imposed as a result of the previous felony conviction; and 


(c) the offender was more than eighteen (18) years of age at the time 
of the commission of the present offense. 


(2) A previous felony conviction shall not be considered for the purpose 
of this section if the offender has been pardoned on the grounds of inno- 
cence, or if the conviction had been set aside in any post-conviction hear- 
ing. 


(3) A judicial determination of persistent felony offender under this 
section may be made only when the conviction for the present offense 
occurs after July 1, 1975. 


Section 3. Section 95-3214, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘95-3214. Parole authority and procedure. (1) The board shall release 
on parole, by appropriate order, any person confined in the Montana 
State prison, except persons under sentence of death, when in its opinion 
there is reasonable probability that the prisoner can be released without 
detriment to himself or to the community, provided: 


(a) That no convict serving a time sentence shall be paroled until he 
has served at least one-quarter (4) of his full term, less good time 
allowances off, as provided in section 80-1905; except that [any] no con-

vict designated a persistent felony offender under section 95-2206.5 may 
be paroled until he has served at least one-third (1) of his full term, 
less good time allowances off, as provided in section 80-1905. A first 
offender serving a time sentence may be paroled after he has served, 
upon his term of sentence, twelve and one-half (12 4%) years. A per- 
sistent felony offender as defined in section 95-2206.5 may be paroled 
after he has served, upon his term of sentence, seventeen and one-half 
(17 4%) years. 


(b) No convict serving a life sentence shall be paroled until he has 
served [twenty five (25)] thirty (30) years, less the good time allowances 
off, as provided in section 80-1905. 


(2) Within two (2) months after his admission and at such intervals 
thereafter as it determines, the board shall consider all pertinent 
information regarding each prisoner, including the circumstances of his 
offense, his previous social history and criminal record, his conduct, 
employment, and attitude in prison, and the reports of physical and 
mental examinations which have been made. 


(3) Before ordering the parole of any prisoner, the board only for the 
best interest of society, not as an award of clemency or a reduction of 
sentence or pardon. A prisoner shall be placed on parole only when the 
board believes that he is able and willing to fulfill the obligations of 
a law-abiding citizen. Every prisoner while on parole shall remain in 
the legal custody of the institution from which he was released, but 
shall be subject to the orders of the board. 


(4) The board may adopt other rules it considers proper or necessary 
with respect to the eligibility of prisoners for parole, and the conduct 
of parole hearings or conditions to be imposed upon parolees. When an 
order for parole is issued it shall recite the conditions thereof.’ 


Section 4. Section 95-3215, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘95-3215. Conditional release. A prisoner [on parole] who has served one- 
fourth (4) of his term of terms, less good time allowances, or a per- 
sistent felony offender who has served one-third (4%) of his term of 
terms, less good time allowances, is considered released on parole until 
the expiration of the maximum term of terms for which he was sen- 
tenced, less good time allowances as provided in section 80-1905.”

Such number plate shall be in eight series: one series for owners 
of motor cars, one for owners of motor vehicles of the motorcycle type, 
one for trailers, one for trucks, one for dealers in vehicles of the motor- 
cycle type which shall bear the distinctive letters “MCD” or the letters 
“MC” and the word “DEALER,” one for franchised dealers in new motor 
cars (including trucks and trailers) or new and used motor cars (includ- 
ing trucks and trailers) which shall bear the distinctive letter “D” or 
the word “DEALER,” one for dealers in used motor cars only (including 
used trucks and trailers) which shall bear the distinctive letters “UD” 
or the letter “U” and the word “DEALER,” and one for dealers in trailers 
and/or semitrailers (new or used) which shall bear the distinctive letters 
“DTR” or the letters “TR” and the word “DEALER,” and all such mark- 
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ings for the aforementioned kinds of dealers’ plates shall be placed on 
the number plates assigned thereto in such position thereon as the 
registrar may designate. All number plates for motor vehicles shall be 
issued every other year, provided that number plates will next be issued 
in the year 1973 and in alternate years thereafter, shall bear a distinc- 
tive marking, and shall be furnished by the state. In alternate years 
the registrar shall provide nonremovable stickers bearing appropriate 
registration numbers which shall be affixed to the license plates in use. 


(2) In the case of motor cars, number plates shall be of metal six inches 
wide and twelve inches in length, the outline of the state of Montana 
shall be used as a distinctive border on such license plates, and the word 
“Montana” with the year shall be placed across the bottom of the plate. 
Such registration plate shall be treated with a reflectorized background 
material according to specifications prescribed by the registrar. An addi- 
tional fee of [fifty (50) cents] one dollar ($1.00) per year for each regis- 
tration of a vehicle shall be added to the registration fee. Revenue from 
this fee shall be forwarded by the respective county treasurers to the 
state treasurer for deposit in the motor vehicle recording account of the 
earmarked revenue fund. Disbursements from the motor vehicle record- 
ing account shall be made by warrant drawn by the registrar. The dis- 
tinctive registration numbers shall begin with a number one (1) or with 
a letter-number combination such as “A” or “AA1,” or any other similar 
combination of letters and numbers and be numbered consecutively for 
each series of plates. The distinctive registration number or letter- 
number combination assigned to the vehicle shall appear on the plate 
preceded by the number of the county and appearing in horizontal order 
on the same horizontal base line, and the county number shall be sepa- 
rated from the distinctive registration number by a dash or a dot unless 
a letter-number combination is used. The dimensions of such numerals 
and letters shall be determined by the registrar of motor vehicles, pro- 
vided that all county and registration numbers shall be of equal height. 


(3) For the use of tax-exempt motor vehicles, in addition to the mark- 
ings herein provided, number plates shall have thereon the following 
distinctive markings: For vehicles owned by the state the registrar of 
motor vehicles may designate the prefix number for the various state 
departments, and all numbered plates issued to state departments shall 
bear the words “state owned” and no year number will be indicated 
thereon as these numbered plates will be of a permanent nature, and 
will be replaced by the registrar of motor vehicles at such time when 
the physical condition of numbered plates require same. For vehicles 
owned by the counties, municipalties and school districts and used and 
operated by officials and employees thereof in line of duty as such, and 
for vehicles on loan from the United States government or the state 
of Montana, to, or owned by, the civil air patrol and used and operated 
by officials and employees thereof in the line of duty as such, there 
shall be placed on the number plates assigned thereto, in such position 
thereon as the registrar may designate, the letter “X” or the word 
“exempt.” Distinctive registration numbers for plates assigned to motor 
vehicles of each of the counties in the state and those of the municipal- 
ities and school districts situated within each of said counties shall 
begin with number 1 and be numbered consecutively.

‘16-1009. Sale of property. (1) The board of county commissioners of 
the several counties in this state shall have the power to sell any prop- 
erty, real or personal, however acquired, belonging to the county, and 
which is not necessary to the conduct of the county’s business or the 
preservation of its property. If the property, real or personal, sought 
to be sold, is reasonably of a value in excess of one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars for real property or a value of [one thousand dollars ($1,000)] 
two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) for personal property, the 
sale shall be at public auction at the courthouse door after previous 
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notice given by publication in a newspaper published in said county, 
notice to be published once a week for four (4) successive weeks and 
posted in five (5) public places in the county. The sale shall be for cash, 
or on such terms as the board of county commissioners may approve, 
provided at least twenty per cent (20%) of the purchase price shall be 
paid in cash. In all sales of property of a value in excess of one hundred 
($100.00) dollars for real property and of [one thousand dollars ($1,000)] 
two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) for personal property, there 
must before any sale be an appraisal thereof by the board and at a price 
representing a fair market value of such property, and such appraised 
value shall be stated in the notice of sale, provided, that whenever a 
county purchases equipment, as provided in section 16-1803, county 
equipment which is not necessary to the conduct of the county business 
may be traded in as part of the purchase price after appraisal as herein 
provided, or may be sold at public auction as herein provided, in the 
discretion of the board of county commissioners. 


(2) The board of county commissioners shall have the power to sell 
any property, real or personal, however acquired, belonging to the 
county and which is not necessary to the conduct of the county’s busi- 
ness or the preservation of its property, to the school district directly 
for its appraised value which shall represent a fair market value of such 
property without the necessity of a public auction. If the property to 
be sold to the school district is reasonably of a value in excess of one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars for real property and of [one thousand dollars 
($1,000)] two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) for personal prop- 
erty, notice of the sale shall be given by publication in a newspaper 
in said county, notice to be published once a week for four (4) successive 
weeks and posted in five (5) public places in the county. 


(3) Any taxpayer who may believe that such appraised value is less 
than the actual value of the property, may at any time before the day 
fixed for the sale of such property, file with the board of county commis- 
sioners written objections to such appraised value. When any such 
objection is filed it vacates the sale and the board of county commis- 
sioners must at once apply to the judge of the district court to have 
such property reappraised. Upon such application the district judge 
shall appoint for such purpose three (3) disinterested persons whose 
appraisal must be made and filed with the county clerk and recorder, 
which new appraisal or reappraisal shall be used in the next sale of 
such property. Such appraisers, when appointed by the district judge, 
and after filing their appraisal report with the county clerk and 
recorder, shall be allowed five dollars ($5.00) per day for each day nec- 
essarily employed in making such appraisal, and their necessary and 
actual expenses. No sale shall be made at public auction or to any school 
district without public auction of any property unless it has been 
appraised within three (3) months prior to the date of the sale, and no 
such sale shall be made for less than ninety per cent (90%) of the 
appraised value. 


(4) If no bid or offer is made for any property offered for sale at public 
auction, after appraisal and notice given, as provided herein, the board 
of county commissioners may, at any time thereafter, sell such property 
at private sale, and may on such private sale accept as the purchase 
price therefor an amount not less than ninety per cent (90%) of the 
appraised value thereof. All deferred payments on the purchase price 
of any property sold, shall bear interest at the rate of six per cent (6%) 
per annum, payable annually and may be extended over a period of not 
more than five (5) years. If the property to be sold is reasonably of a 
value of less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) for real property and 
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[one thousand dollars ($1,000)] two thousand five hundred dollars 
($2,500) for personal property, sale thereof may be had at either public 
or private sale, as in the discretion of the board of county commis- 
sioners, may appear to be to the best interests of the county. If it be 
at public sale, notice shall be given by posting in five (5) public places 
in the county at least five (5) days before the date of sale.

The use of profane language or 
the making of a threat or lewd or lascivious suggestions shall be prima 
facie evidence of an intent to terrify, intimidate, threaten, harass, 
annoy or offend. 


[(c) Records or causes to be recorded by use of any hidden electronic 
or mechanical device which reproduces a human conversation without 
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the knowledge of all parties to the conversation. Subsection (c) shall 
not apply to duly elected or appointed public officials or employees when 
such transcription or recording is done in the performance of official 
duty; nor to persons speaking at public meetings or persons given warn- 
ing of such recording. 


(d) Attempts by means of any machine, instrument, contrivance or in 
any other manner, reads, or attempts to read any message or learn the 
contents thereof, while the same is being sent over any telegraph line, 
or learns or attempts to learn the contents of any message, whilst the 
same is in any telegraph office or is being received thereat or sent there- 
from, or who uses or attempts to use, or communicate to others, any 
information so obtained. 


(e) Discloses the contents of a telegraphic message or any part thereof, 
addressed to another person without the permission of such person, 
unless directed to do so by the lawful order of a court. 


(f) Opens or reads or causes to be read any sealed letter not addressed 
to himself, without being authorized to do so by either the writer of 
such letter or by the person to whom it is addressed, and every person 
who, without the like authority, publishes any of the contents of such 
letters knowing the same to have been unlawfully opened.] 


(2) A person convicted of the offense of violating the privacy in com- 
munications shall be fined not to exceed five hundred dollars ($500) or 
be imprisoned in the county jail for a term not to exceed six (6) months 
or both.”

When the final retirement fund budget has been adopted, the county 
superintendent shall establish the levy requirement by:

40-5903. Required minimum coverage. (1) Each motor vehicle liability 
policy issued to cover a motor vehicle registered or operated in this state 
shall provide: 


(a) Liability coverage of not less than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
because of bodily injury to or death of one (1) person in any one (1) 
accident, and, subject to that limit for one (1) person, in the amount 
of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) because of bodily injury to or death 
of two (2) or more persons in any one (1) accident. 


(b) Liability coverage of not less than five thousand dollars ($5,000) 
for all damages arising out of injury to or destruction of property, 
including the loss of use thereof, as a result of any one (1) accident 
arising out of ownership, maintenance or use of the insured vehicle. 


(2) Each motor vehicle liability policy issued to cover a motor vehicle 
registered or operated in this state, except ‘motorcycles’ as defined in 
section 53-133(6), R.C.M. 1947, shall provide to the person, firm, cor- 
poration, state or local subdivision insured thereunder and, if an indi- 
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vidual, members of his family residing in the same household injured 
in a motor vehicle accident, permissive users or persons reasonably 
believing that they have such permission injured while occupying the 
insured motor vehicle, lawful occupants in such motor vehicle and 
pedestrians struck by the insured motor vehicle the following minimum 
coverage for each accident: 


(a) Compensation for: 


(i) reasonable and necessary expenses for medical, hospital, dental, 
surgical, prosthetic, ambulance and funeral services incurred within one 
(1) year after the date of the accident, in the amount of at least two 
thousand dollars ($2,000) per person; the compensation for funeral 
expenses shall be not less than the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000) 
per person; 


(ii) loss of income to an injured person usually engaged in a remunera- 
tive occupation or his dependents, of not less than one hundred dollars 
($100) per week, and for not less than a period of twenty-six (26) weeks; 


(ili) expenses reasonably incurred for services in lieu of those the 
injured person would have normally performed, without income, had he 
not been injured, of not less than twelve dollars ($12) per day or for 
not less than a period of twenty-six (26) weeks. 


Section 4. There is a new R.C.M. section numbered 40-5904 that reads 
as follows: 


40-5904. Damage to motor vehicle. A person, firm, corporation, state 
or local subdivision shall not recover from another person, firm, corpora- 
tion, state or local subdivision, other than his own insurance company 
through first party coverage, for damages arising out of injury to or 
destruction of a motor vehicle except for damages intentionally caused 
by the person, firm, corporation, state or local subdivision from whom 
recovery is sought; provided, however, this section shall not apply to 
damage which arises out of the ownership, operation, maintenance or 
use of a parked vehicle unless any of the following occur: 


(1) The vehicle was parked in such a way as to cause unreasonable 
risk of the damage which occurred. 


(2) The injury was a direct result of physical contact with equipment 
permanently mounted on the vehicle while the equipment was being 
operated or used or property being lifted onto or lowered from the vehi- 
cle in the loading or unloading process. 


(3) The damage was sustained by a person while occupying, entering 
into or alighting from the vehicle. 


Section 5. There is a new R.C.M. section numbered 40-5905 that reads 
as follows: 


40-5905. Benefits, when payable — interest. Benefits payable under 
section 3(2) of this act are payable, without regard to fault, monthly 
as loss accrues. Benefits are overdue if not paid within thirty (30) days 
after the insurer receives reasonable proof of the fact and amount of 
loss. Overdue payments bear interest at the rate of one and one-half 
percent (1-44%) per month. 


Section 6. There is a new R.C.M. section numbered 40-5906 that reads 
as follows: 


40-5906. Attorney’s fees. A claimant is entitled to a reasonable attor- 
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ney’s fee for representation in an action for benefits which are overdue 
as provided in section 5. 


Section 7. - There is a new R.C.M. section numbered 40-5907 that reads 
as follows: 


40-5907. Benefits not subject to subrogation — other tort action not 
restricted — collateral source recovery — benefits paid submitted to 
court. (1) Benefits payable under section 3(2) of this act shall not be 
subject to subrogation, provided, however, that nothing in this act may 
be construed to limit actions against a manufacturer or other person 
liable as a result of defective design, construction or other product liabil- 
ity, or any other tort action. 


(2) Recovery by an employee from his employer under the Federal 
Employer’s Liability Act, Workmen’s Compensation Act or similar acts, 
for injury incurred in an accident which occurs while he is in the course 
and scope of his employment, precludes a similar recovery under this 
act; but compensation or benefits paid hereunder shall be creditable 
against any claim for injury, under the Federal Employer’s Liability 
Act, Workmen’s Compensation Act or similar acts, and may be used by 
the employer as a setoff against any subsequent recovery under such 
an act or against any benefits provided by the employer from any collat- 
eral source. 


(3) In the event of a trial between parties involved in an accident, any 
benefits paid under section 3(2) of this act shall be submitted to the 
court out of the hearing of the jury, and the court shall then deduct 
the amount of benefits paid from the total amount of the award or 
recovery. 


Section 8. There is a new R.C.M. section numbered 40-5908 that reads 
as follows: 


40-5908. Certificate as proof of coverage — notice of cancellation, 
termination, failure to renew insurance — highway patrol may obtain 
registration and license plates — penalty. (1) No registration of motor 
vehicles shall be issued unless proof of motor vehicle liability insurance 
coverage or proof of self-insurance shall be furnished to the county 
treasurer. If proof is of motor vehicle liability insurance it must be in 
the form of a written certificate of an insurance carrier or agent author- 
ized to do business in this state certifying that there is in effect motor 
vehicle liability insurance covering the motor vehicle for which registra- 
tion is sought. If proof is of self-insurance, it must be in the form of 
a written certificate from the Montana highway patrol chief indicating 
compliance with paragraph (2) herein. The form of such certificates 
shall be prescribed by the state commissioner of insurance. 


(2) Security for the payment of the benefits set forth in this act may 
be provided with respect to any motor vehicle by any other method 
approved by the Montana highway patrol board as affording security 
equivalent to that afforded by a policy of insurance, provided proof of 
such security is filed and continuously maintained with the Montana 
highway patrol board throughout the registration period. The person 
filing such security shall have all of the obligations and rights of an 
insurer under this chapter. Whenever the context permits, the word 
‘insurer’, as used in this chapter, includes any such person. 


(3) Insurers authorized to write motor vehicle liability insurance in 
this state shall inform the highway patrol chief within fifteen (15) days 
of the cancellation, termination or failure to renew motor vehicle liabil- 
ity insurance issued to a resident of this state. Such information shall 
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give the effective cancellation, termination or non-renewal date of such 
motor vehicle liability insurance and shall designate by explicit descrip- 
tion or appropriate reference all motor vehicles covered thereby and the 
names of all persons named in such motor vehicle liability insurance. 


(4) Whenever new motor vehicle liability insurance is issued to cover 
a motor vehicle previously insured by motor vehicle liability insurance 
which has been cancelled, terminated or not renewed, the person in 
whose name the motor vehicle is registered shall file with the highway 
patrol chief the written certificate of an insurance carrier as provided 
in section 8 of this act. 


(5) The Montana highway patrol may obtain physical possession of 
motor vehicle registration certificates and motor vehicle license plates 
for any motor vehicle not insured hereunder. 


(6) Any insurance company, carrier or agent authorized to write motor 
vehicle liability insurance in this state who knowingly or willingly falsi- 
fies any written certificate representing proof of motor vehicle liability 
insurance or fails to inform the highway patrol chief of the cancellation, 
termination or failure to renew motor vehicle liability insurance as 
provided in section 8 (2) of this act shall be fined not more than one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) or imprisoned not to exceed thirty (30) days, 
or both. 


(7) Any person who drives or allows to be driven a non-insured motor 
vehicle upon any highway or commits any other violation of this act 
shall be fined not more than one thousand dollars ($1,000) or imprisoned 
not to exceed thirty (30) days, or both. 


Section 9. There is a new R.C.M. section numbered 40-5909 that reads 
as follows: 


40-5909. Insurers regulated by insurance code — premium tax pay- 
ment. Every insurer writing motor vehicle liability insurance under the 
provisions of this act shall be regulated by the Montana insurance code, 
and shall pay the premium tax set forth in section 40-2821, R.C.M. 
1947. 


Section 10. There is a new R.C.M. section numbered 40-5910 that 
reads as follows: 


40-5910. Nonresident motor vehicle insurance coverage. The motor 
vehicle liability insurance of any nonresident driver using Montana 
highways shall be automatically reformed at the state border so that 
the limits of the liability and the kinds of coverage afforded shall be 
as set forth in this act, in lieu of the insurance otherwise provided, but 
only to the extent required by this act and only with respect to the oper- 
ation or use of a motor vehicle in this state. 


Section 11. There is a new R.C.M. section numbered 40-5911 that 
reads as follows: 


40-5911. (1) An assigned claims bureau and plan shall be organized 
and maintained. Insurers authorized to write motor vehicle liability 
insurance in this state are authorized, subject to approval and regula- 
tion by the commissioner of insurance, to organize and maintain an 
assigned claims bureau and an assigned claims plan, and to formulate 
and from time to time amend rules and regulations for their operations 
and the assessment of costs on a fair and equitable basis consistent with 
the provisions of this chapter. In default of the organization and con- 
tinued maintenance of an assigned claims bureau and assigned claims 
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plan, the commissioner of insurance shall organize and maintain such 
a bureau and plan. 


(2) Every insurer writing motor vehicle liability insurance in this state 
is required to participate in the assigned claims bureau and the assigned 
claims plan. 


(3) Persons entitled to claim through the assigned claims plan and the 
benefits to which they are entitled are as follows: 


(a) Any person entitled to claim because of accidental bodily injury 
arising out of the ownership, operation, maintenance or use of a motor 
vehicle as a motor vehicle in this state may obtain insurance benefits 
set forth in section 3(2)(a) of this act through the assigned claims plan 
established pursuant to this chapter if: 


(i) No motor vehicle liability insurance is applicable to the injury, or 


(ii) No motor vehicle liability insurance applicable to the injury can be 
identified, or 


(iii) The only identifiable motor vehicle liability insurance applicable 
to the injury is, because of financial inability of one or more insurers 
to fulfill their obligations, inadequate to provide benefits up to the 
maximum prescribed (in which last case all unpaid benefits due or 
coming due are subject to being collected under the assigned claims 
plan, and the insurer to which the claim is assigned, or the bureau of 
assigned claims if the claim is assigned to it, is entitled to reimburse- 
ment from the defaulting insurers to the extent of their financial 
responsibility). 


(4) A person claiming through the assigned claims plan shall notify 
the bureau of his claim within the time that would have been allowed 
for filing an action for motor vehicle liability insurance benefits had 
there been in effect identifiable coverage applicable to the claim. The 
bureau shall promptly assign the claim in accordance with the plan and 
notify the claimant of the identity and address of the insurer to which 
the claim is assigned (or of the bureau if the claim is assigned to it). 
No action by the claimant shall be commenced later than thirty (30) 
days after receipt of notice of the assignment or the last date on which 
the action could have been commenced against an insurer of identifiable 
coverage applicable to the claim, whichever is later. 


(5) The assignment of claims shall be made according to rules and 
regulations that assure fair allocation of the burden of assigned claims 
among insurers doing business in the state on a basis reasonably related 
to the volume of motor vehicle liability insurance they write. Insurers 
to whom claims have been assigned shall make prompt payment of loss 
in accordance with the terms of this act and shall thereupon be entitled 
to reimbursement by the bureau for such payments and the established 
loss adjustment costs. The insurer to whom a claim is assigned shall 
preserve and enforce all rights to indemnity or reimbursement against 
third parties to the extent authorized by this act and account to the 
assigned claims bureau therefor. 


(6) Losses paid, the cost of adjusting such losses and costs incurred 
in the operation of the bureau shall be assessed against insurers accord- 
ing to rules and regulations that assure fair allocation among insurers 
writing motor vehicle liability insurance in the state, on a basis reason- 
ably related to the volume of personal protection insurance they write. 


Section 12. There is a new R.C.M. section numbered 40-5912 that 
reads as follows: 
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40-5912. Tort liability retained. Tort liability arising from the owner- 
ship, maintenance, or use of a motor vehicle within this state is 
retained, except as otherwise provided herein. 


Section 13. There is a new R.C.M. section numbered 40-5913 that 
reads as follows: 


40-5913. Act supersedes other laws or regulations. If any provision of 
this act is in conflict with any other law of this state, or any rule or 
regulation promulgated thereunder, this act shall govern and control, 
and such other law, rule or regulation shall be deemed superseded for 
the purpose of this act. 


Section 14. Severability. If any provision of this act or its application 
to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the remainder of this act 
or the application of the provision to other persons or circumstances is 
not affected.”

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Labor and Employment Rela- 
tions, having had under consideration Senate Bill No. 265, respectfully 
report as follows: That Senate Bill No. 265, introduced bill, be amended 
as follows:

be procured and inspection made. No permit is required for the cleaning 
of stoppages or the repairing of leaks in pipes, valves, or fixtures, when 
such repairs do not involve or require the replacement or rearrangement 
of valves, pipes, or fixtures. 


(3) Any person entitled by chapter 24, Title 66, R.C.M. 1947, to apply 
for a permit shall make application on forms provided by the board. 
He shall give a description of the character of the work proposed to 
be done, and the location, ownership, occupancy and use of the premises 
in connection therewith. The board of plumbers or its authorized repre- 
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sentative may require sketches, specifications or drawings and such 
other information it deems necessary in order to determine the scope 
of the work contemplated. 


If the board determines that the sketches, specifications, drawings, 
descriptions and information furnished by the applicant are in compli- 
ance with the state plumbing code, it shall issue the permit applied for 
upon payment of the required fee as established by the board. 


(4) Any person who commences any work for which a permit is 
required without first obtaining a permit shall, if subsequently permit- 
ted to obtain a permit, pay double the permit fee for the work, except 
that this provision does not apply to emergency work when it is proved 
to the satisfaction of the board of plumbers or its authorized representa- 
tive that the work was urgently necessary and that it was not practical 
to obtain a permit before the commencement of the work. In all such 
cases, a permit shall be obtained as soon as it is practical to do so, and 
if there is unreasonable delay in applying for the permit, a double fee 
shall be charged. 


For the purpose of this section, a sanitary plumbing outlet on or to 
which a plumbing fixture or appliance may be set or attached shall be 
construed to be a fixture. Fees for reconnection and retest of plumbing 
systems in relocated buildings shall be based on the number of plumb- 
ing fixtures, gas systems, water heaters, and the like involved. 


When a permit has been obtained to connect an existing building or 
existing work to the public sewer or to connect to a new private disposal 
facility, backfilling of private sewage disposal facilities abandoned 
consequent to the connection is included in the permit. 


The board of plumbers shall establish fees in accordance with the Mon- 
tana Administrative Procedure Act and the fees shall be deposited to 
the earmarked revenue fund of the board of plumbers for use in the 
administration and enforcement of this act and the Montana state 
plumbing code. 


(5) All plumbing and drainage systems may be inspected by the board 
of plumbers or their authorized representative to insure compliance 
with the requirements of the state plumbing code. 


(6) It is the duty of the person doing work authorized by the permit 
to notify the board orally or in writing, that the work is ready for 
inspection. The notification shall be given not less than twenty-four (24) 
hours before the work is to be inspected. 


It is the duty of the person doing the work authorized by the permit 
to ensure that the work performed before notification and after notifica- 
tion pending inspection complies with the state plumbing code. 


(7) Whenever any work is being done contrary to the provisions of the 
state plumbing code, the board or its authorized representative may 
order work stopped by notice in writing served on any person engaged 
in the work. 


(8) The board may suspend or revoke a permit, whenever it is issued 
in error or on the basis of incorrect information supplied, or work per- 
formed thereunder is in violation of any of the provisions of Title 66, 
chapter 24, R.C.M. 1947. 


(9) The board of plumbers or any employee charged with the enforce- 
ment of the state plumbing code, is not personally liable for any damage 
that may accrue to persons or property as a result of any act required 
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or by reason of any act of omission in the discharge of his duties. Any 
suit brought against the board or its employees, because of such act 
or omission performed by him in the enforcement of any provisions of 
the Montana state plumbing code, shall be represented by the attorney 
general of the state of Montana until final termination of the proceed- 
ing.”

(c) Four (4) members of the general public to be appointed by the 
governor with the consent of the senate. 


In considering the appointments of (b) and (c) above, consideration shall 
be given to their qualifications to analyze and interpret environmental 
trends and information of all kinds; to appraise programs and activities 
of the state government in the light of the policy set forth in section 
3 [69-6503] of this act; to be conscious and responsive to the scientific, 
economic, social, esthetic, and cultural needs and interests of the state; 
and to formulate and recommend state policies to promote the improve- 
ment of the quality of the environment.|’

The governing 
body may act upon an application for such classification after notice 
to the public and hearing of protests, if any, at a meeting of the gov- 
erning body. In determining whether such classification should be 
approved, the governing body may take cognizance of the benefits to 
the general welfare of preserving the current use of the property which 
is the subject of the application, and may consider whether or not 
preservation of current use of the land will conserve and enhance natu-

Section 3. Open space and small woodlot land — duties of department.

91-4469. Inheritance tax — joint tenancies — life estates. (1) If a dece- 
dent dies, leaving no property which requires the appointment of a per- 
sonal representative, but: 


(a) was the owner of a life estate which terminated by reason of the 
death of such person; or 


(b) was the owner with another or others as a joint tenant with the 
right of survivorship, and not as a tenant in common; or 


(c) was the owner of any other interest in property requiring the 
determination of inheritance tax by reason of the death of such person; 
then any such remainderman, surviving joint tenant, or other interested 
party shall file with the department of revenue evidence of the instru- 
ments by which each such life estate, joint tenancy, or other interest 
was created requiring determination of inheritance tax, together with 
a verified application in the form prescribed by the department contain- 
ing the following information: 


(i) name, address and interest of applicant; 
(ii) name, date of death, age, and domicile of decedent at death; 


(iii) description and fair market value of decedent’s interest at date of 
death in property requiring the determination of inheritance tax includ- 
ing the name, address, age, and relationship to decedent of all remain- 
dermen, surviving joint tenants, possessors, or such other information 
as shall be required for the determination of inheritance tax by reason 
of decedent’s death; including an appraisal or other proof of fair market 
value if required by the department of revenue; 


(iv) statement that decedent died leaving no property requiring 
appointment of a personal representative; 


(v) A statement of inheritance tax due to the state of Montana by 
reason of decedent’s death. 


(2) Upon receipt of the application, the department of revenue shall: 


(a) determine the inheritance tax due, if any, and issue a certificate 
of liability or nonliability for inheritance tax due by reason of death; 
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(b) attach a certificate to the original application on file with the 
department of revenue, and attach a certificate to a true copy of the 
application and mail it to the applicant or his attorney. 


(3) The inheritance tax as determined shall be paid to the county 
treasurer for transmittal to the state treasurer as provided by law. Upon 
payment of the tax as determined, the county treasurer shall receipt 
therefor upon the certificate of the department of revenue and shall 
issue and distribute duplicates thereof as required by law. 


(4) If an interest in real property is involved, a certified copy of the 
original application together with (a) the certificate referred to in sub- 
section (2)(c) above, and (b) the receipt, if any, referred to in subsection 
(3) above, shall be filed with the clerk and recorder of the county in 
which the real property, or any part thereof, is located. Additional copies 
of the application and attachments certified by the department of 
revenue shall be filed in each county within the state of Montana 
wherein real property involved is located. 


(5) The certificate with the receipt, if any, provided for in subsection 
(3) above, shall constitute a release of any lien, for inheritance tax due 
the state of Montana by reason of the death of the decedent and shall 
constitute prima facie evidence of the termination of such joint tenancy 
or other transfer of ownership. 


(6) If disputes exist as to tax computation, they shall be resolved as 
provided under the laws applicable to the determination of inheritance 
tax in estates. 


Section 3. Section 91A-3-1205, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


‘91A-3-1205. Procedures for termination of joint tenancies and life 
estates in the event of death. [(1) If the inventory in an estate asserts 
that all or any part of the property listed therein was held by the dece- 
dent in joint tenancy or that the decedent held a life estate in any of 
the property listed, or for any other reason a determination of inheri- 
tance tax is required, the personal representative shall file with the 
department of revenue copies of the instruments by which each such 
joint tenancy or life estate was created or other interest requiring 
determination of inheritance tax came into being or other evidence of 
the existence of such joint tenancy or life estate or other property inter- 
est requiring the determination of inheritance tax. The department of 
revenue shall examine the documents and shall determine the existence 
of each asserted joint tenancy, life estate or other property interest 
requiring a determination of inheritance tax. 


(2) If it shall be determined that all of the property listed in the inven- 
tory was held in joint tenancy or was held by the decedent as a life 
estate or requires the determination of inheritance tax, or any combi- 
nation thereof, the department of revenue shall issue its certificate 
showing that all such property was in joint tenancy or was held as a 
life estate or requires only the determination of inheritance tax, and 
stating the names of the surviving owners, remaindermen or possessors 
thereof or persons entitled to an interest therein. The certificate shall 
also contain an interlocutory certificate by the department of revenue 
as to the inheritance tax, if any, due the state of Montana by reason 
of the death of the decedent. The certificate shall be mailed to the clerk 
of the appropriate court and to the personal representative. If no dispute 
exists as to the amount of tax due, if any, the tax shall be paid as pro- 
vided in the inheritance tax laws of this state. Upon the filing of the 
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receipt showing payment of the tax, the clerk of court shall issue a 
certificate stating that the joint tenancies or life estates are terminated 
or other interest in property requiring determination of inheritance tax 
is properly vested, specifically describing the property and designating 
the surviving owners or possessors, or persons entitled to an interest 
therein. This certificate may be filed in the office of the clerk and 
recorder of any county in which any such property is located.] 


((3)] (1) (a) If not all the property in the inventory was joint tenancy 
or life estate property or property requiring only the determination of 
inheritance tax, the department of revenue shall: 


(i) determine the inheritance tax, if any, due to the state of Montana 
by reason of the death of the decedent and mail its [interlocutory] certif- 
icate to the clerk of the appropriate court and to the personal repre- 
sentative, showing the amount of tax so determined; 


(ii) determine what property listed in the inventory was joint tenancy 
or life estate property or property requiring only the determination of 
inheritance tax and mail to the clerk of the appropriate court and to 
the personal representative its certificate describing such joint tenancy 
and life estate property or property requiring only the determination 
of inheritance tax and naming the surviving owners or possessors 
thereof or persons entitled to an interest therein. 


(b) If the value of the property not in joint tenancy or held by the 
decedent as a life estate or requiring only the determination of inheri- 
tance tax does not exceed the maximum for summary administration, 
the personal representative shall proceed under the summary procedure 
as to the nonjoint tenancy or life estate property which requires more 
than just the determination of inheritance tax shall pay any inheritance 
tax and shall file with the appropriate clerk and recorder a certified 
copy of the department of revenue’s list of joint tenancy property. 


(c) If the value of the property not held in joint tenancy or as a life 
estate and not held as property requiring only a determination of inheri- 
tance tax does not permit a summary procedure, the personal repre- 
sentative shall proceed under the applicable statutes for administration 
and distribution and shall include in his decree or instrument of final 
distribution the list of such joint tenancy or life estate property or prop- 
erty requiring determination of inheritance tax, listing the surviving 
owners or possessors thereof or persons entitled to an interest therein. 
Such decree or instrument of final distribution shall be deemed a termi- 
nation of the joint tenancy or life estate or vesting of the property inter- 
est. 


[(4)] (2) If disputes exist as to tax computation, they shall be resolved 
as provided under the laws applicable to the determination of inheri- 
tance taxes.’ 


Section 4. Section 91-4415, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘91-4415. When payment due — lien of tax — liability for payment 
— place of payment — receipts — receipt or bond required before final 
accounting allowed. All taxes imposed by this act shall be due and pay- 
able at the time of the death of the decedent, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided; and every such tax shall be and remain a lien upon the property 
transferred for a period of ten (10) years from the time of the death 
of the decedent, whether said death occurred before or after the effective 
date of this act, unless sooner paid, and the person to whom the property 
is transferred and the [administrator executors,] personal representative 
and trustees of every estate so transferred shall be personally liable 
for such tax until its payment. 
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The tax shall be paid to the state department of revenue for transmittal 
to the state treasurer or to the treasurer of the county in which the 
district court is situated having jurisdiction as herein provided or to 
the treasurer of the county of residence of the decedent if a court pro- 
ceeding is not involved, and if paid to the county treasurer said treasur- 
er shall receipt therefor, making five copies thereof, and distribute said 
copies as follows: Original receipt, to the clerk of the district court; first 
copy, to the [executor, administrator] personal representative, trustee, 
or person paying said tax; second copy, attached to and mailed with the 
report required by section 91-4450, as amended, to the state department 
of revenue; third copy, to the county clerk and recorder; fourth copy, 
retained by the treasurer on file in his office. The copy of the receipt 
given to the [executor, administrator,] personal representative or trustee 
shall be a proper voucher in the settlement of his accounts. 


No [executor, administrator,] personal representative or trustee shall be 
entitled to a final accounting of an estate, in settlement of which a tax 
is due under the provisions of this act, unless he shall produce such 
receipt or a certified copy thereof or unless a bond shall have been filed 
as prescribed by section 91-4419.’ 


Section 5. Section 91-4418, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


‘91-4418. Refunding of tax — when authorized — manner of refunding 
— advance payment of tax for relief from penalty and interest. If any 
debt shall be proved against the estate of the decedent, after the pay- 
ment of any legacy or distributive share thereof, from which any such 
tax has been deducted, or upon which it has been paid by the person 
entitled to such legacy or distributive share and such person is required 
by the order of the district court having jurisdiction of the tax so 
deducted or paid, to refund the amount of such debts or any part thereof, 
an equitable proportion thereof shall be repaid to such person by the 
[executor, administrator] personal representative or trustee, if the said 
tax has not been paid to the county treasurer or state treasurer, or by 
them, in the proper proportionate shares, if it has been so paid. 


Any person from whom such tax is or may be due may make an estimate 
of and pay the same to the [clerk of court] county treasurer, who shall 
receipt therefor, at any time before the same is determined by the 
[court] department of revenue, and shall thereupon be relieved from any 
interest or penalty upon the amount so paid in the same manner as 
if the tax were then determined. In the event the person making pay- 
ment has done so in accordance with the provisions of section 91-4416, 
pertaining to the allowance of a five per cent (5%) discount, the person 
making payment shall be relieved from any interest or penalty and 
shall be allowed the five per cent (5%) discount upon the amount which 
he so declared due as his inheritance tax liability. The tax may be 
declared to be due by [the filing with the clerk of court of a statement 
of such declaration or by] paying the amount estimated by the taxpayer 
to [be due] the county treasurer. The money shall be paid to the [clerk 
of the district court] county treasurer who must deposit same with the 
state department of revenue. The [clerk of the district court] county 
treasurer shall pay the collections to the state department of revenue 
on or before the fifth day of the month following the collection. 


As soon as the correct amount of inheritance tax has been determined, 
any excess so paid shall be refunded to the person so paying or entitled 
thereto by the state department of revenue [based upon the filing of 
a properly documented claim by the clerk of court].””

WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator D’Ewart be filed on the official 
records of this assembly and the following facts relative to his career are 
hereby noted: 


Senator D’Ewart, a Republican, served in the Montana State Senate 
from 1941 to 1945.

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Forty-fourth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana 
record the passing of former Senator Charles William Grandey on Janu- 
ary 5, 1975 in Terry, Montana. 
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WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Grandey be filed on the official 
records of this assembly and the following facts relative to his career are 
hereby noted: 


Senator Grandey, a Republican, served in the State Senate from 1953 
through 1959. He served as Chairman of the Journal Committee and was 
a member of the Committee on Banks and Banking and Education. 


Senator Grandey was born on October 7, 1878 in Defiance County, Ohio, 
coming to Prairie County in Montana in 1907. He organized the school 
system in Prairie County and served as their first superintendent. His 
record-breaking 40-year tenure as Superintendent of the Terry schools 
began at that time. He had previously taught school in Illinois before 
coming west for health reasons. 


Senator Grandey married Effie Mae Kirkpatrick on August 28, 1901 
at Kirk Station, Illinois. 


He retired from school administration in 1947 but remained active in 
community, civic, fraternal organizations and service clubs. He was a 
member of Terry Lodge No. 74 A.F. and A.M., was a member of the Royal 
Arch Masons of Terry and of the Order of Eastern Star, Terry Chapter 
No. 74, and was a member of Shrine Algeria Temple at Helena and Al 
Bedoo Temple at Billings. He was active in Woodman Camp in Illinois 
and Rotary International, having served as State Governor in 1950-51.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 
The following communication from the Governor was received and read:

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor 
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‘of the State of Montana, I hereby return Senate Bill 108, “An act to dis- 


allow consideration of advertising expenses and contributions in setting 
wage charge by public utilities,” without my signature and recommend 
the following amendments. 


The amendments I am proposing will not substantially affect the provi- 
sions of Senate Bill 108 as enacted. The prohibition against deducting 


vadvertising, donations and contributions from income or capital assets in 








setting or regulating utility rates remains in effect. However, I do believe 
that the following amendments should be added. 


The first amendment to Senate Bill 108 that I am proposing is simply 
a technical change. The legislation refers to “this act”. Since the legis- 


lation is embodied in one section of the law, I believe that this reference 
sshould be changed to “this section”. 


The second amendment that I have proposed is designed to deal with 
the special problems that Senate Bill 108 creates for communications 
public utilities. Basically, the new language that I have proposed at the 
end of Senate Bill 108 will permit the Public Service Commission, if it 
‘so desires, to treat advertising designed to educate the handicapped and 
‘the public at large as to the availability of special equipment and services 


‘as expenses deductible from income or from capital assets in setting or 


‘regulating rates. For example, I believe that the communications public 
utilities should be permitted to advise people with hearing problems that 


‘special equipment is available to assist them in utilizing communications 


‘systems. Furthermore, services that are designed to educate the public 
concerning emergency phone numbers and how to use communications 
systems should not be arbitrarily disallowed as expenses deductible from 
income or capital assets. 


In closing, I must emphasize that the Public Service Commission cur- 
‘rently has the authority to disallow advertising as an expense deductible 
‘from income or from capital assets in setting rates under the provisions 
sof the existing law. So long as the Public Service Commission retains that 


»power, I am confident that the Commission can adequately assess the 
sadvisability of permitting the advertising authorized for communications 


public utilities to be deducted from income or from capital assets in setting 
or regulating rates. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this matter.

(4) The proceeds collected from the sale of the certificates shall be 
deposited in the fish and game fund and be expended for the manage- 
ment, preservation, and propagation of all species of nongame wildlife 
in the state of Montana.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor 
of the State of Montana, I hereby veto Senate Bill 353, “AN ACT TO 
AMEND SECTION 27-612, R.C.M. 1947, TO EXCLUDE ESTABLISH- 
MENTS THAT CUT AND WRAP WILD GAME FOR THEIR CUS- 
TOMERS FROM THE DEFINITION OF MEAT MARKET.” I firmly 
believe that Senate Bill 353, if signed into law, would pose serious prob- 
lems for the Montana consumer, businessman and health officials. 


I fail to understand the rationale behind Senate Bill 353. Apparently, 
it is assumed that people who eat wild meat will not suffer from the 
adverse health effects that may result if meat is cut and wrapped under 


unsanitary conditions. I cannot accept that conclusion. The provisions of 


} 


Title 27, Chapter 6, were enacted to guarantee the Montana consumer 
that food processed at meat markets and food plants would be processed 


under sanitary conditions. Senate Bill 353 is inconsistent with the provi- 


sions of that act and would only expose the Montana consumer to serious 
health problems if wild game was cut and wrapped in an unsanitary estab- 
lishment. 


In exercising this veto, I must emphasize that the rules adopted by the 
Department of Health and Environmental Sciences to implement Title 27, 
Chapter 6, do not preclude the licensing of facilities that operate on a 
seasonal basis to cut and wrap only wild meat. In fact, several such estab- 
lishments have been licensed. Because these establishments only cut and 


wrap wild meat, they do not have to comply with the stricter United States 


Department of Agriculture standards for establishments that cut beef, 
lamb, pork and other non-game meat. Therefore, I see no reason why 
establishments that cut and wrap only wild game should not have to 
comply with state standards as a minimum requirement. 


I also veto Senate Bill 353 because of the adverse impact this legislation 
would have on those meat markets and meat processors who are forced 
to comply with the sanitary provisions of the food establishment act. 
Senate Bill 353 excludes those persons who operate an establishment 
where only wild game is cut and wrapped from compliance with Montana’s 
health and sanitation laws. These exempted establishments could then 
charge customers less than a legitimate operator who must maintain cer- 


tain minimum health standards and take business away from those 
_markets where both domestic and wild meat is prepared under strick sani- 
tary conditions. I believe that Senate Bill 353 would give these wild game 
processors an unfair advantage and actually penalize those meat proc- 


_essors who are complying with the law. 
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I thank you for your careful consideration of this matter.

SECTION 59-904, R.C.M. 1947”, without my signature and recommend) 
the following amendment.

In exercising this amendatory veto, I emphasize that I partially support 
the rationale behind Senate Bill 340. The bill, as enrolled, excludes all 
employees of the School for the Deaf and Blind from the provisions of 
the Classification and Compensation Act. Discussion of the bill with 
members of the State Board of Education, the Superintendent of the 
School for the Deaf and Blind and the sponsor, indicates that the major: 
purpose of the bill is to enable the School to compete for teachers in the: 
job market. Teachers are hired under individual contracts which are based 
upon a salary matrix recognizing education and experience, as is the case’ 
with all Montana schools. To be competitive, the School for the Deaf and 
Blind must recruit teachers under the same type of salary system. This 
unique problem was recognized in the law where academic personnel in 
the university system, with individual contracts, are exempt from the 
Classification and Compensation Act in Section 59-904(7), R.C.M. 1947. 


However, non-academic personnel of the university system do fall under 
the Classification and Compensation Act. The same should apply to the 
non-academic personnel in the School for the Deaf and Blind. A secretary 
or custodian in the School should receive a salary commensurate with 
those who perform similar functions in other departments of state 
government. Therefore, my amendatory veto is designed to exempt the 
academic and professional administrative personnel of the School for the 
Deaf and Blind while providing equitable salaries for the nonacademic 
personnel in comparison with the rest of state government. 


I ask for your concurrence in this amendment.

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 


lI hereby veto Senate Bill No. 247, “AN ACT MAKING TEACHERS 
EMPLOYED IN SCHOOLS OPERATED BY THE STATE BOARD OF 


INSTITUTIONS ELIGIBLE FOR THE SAME LEAVE BENEFITS AS 


| OTHER EMPLOYEES; AMENDING SECTION 59-1007, R.C.M. 1947.” I 


exercise this veto for two reasons. 


Presently, teachers within the Department of Institutions receive equal, 


/ and in most instances, better benefits than teachers employed by school 
| districts. Teachers who are employed by the Department of Institutions 
| generally sign contracts for a nine month school year. They are entitled 
| to approximately 17 working days off in the nine months they are paid. 


They earn and can take nine paid sick days each school year. In most 
instances they are not required to teach more than 70% of their work 
week. They also have the usual three months off during the summer. For 
this reason, I believe that it would be inequitable to include teachers 


employed by the Department of Institutions within the annual leave 


provisions of state law. To do so would entitle these teachers to receive 
greater benefits than other state employees and teachers who are 
employed by school districts. The Department of Institutions has esti- 


/ mated that Senate Bill No. 247 would cost the Department approximately 


$75,000 over the next biennium if signed into law. 


I also veto Senate Bill No. 247 because it is totally inconsistent with 
the provisions of the Executive Reorganization Act. The State Board of 
Institutions is now an advisory board and does not exercise hiring and 
firing powers. Therefore, reference to school teachers employed in schools 
operated by the State Board of Institutions in the proposed amendment 
to Section 59-1007 is totally inappropriate. The proper reference should 
be to the State Department of Institutions. 
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I thank you for your careful consideration of this matter.

Insert: “Section 7. Section 84-202, R.C.M. 1974, is amended to read as 
follows: 


‘84-202. Exemptions from taxation. (1) The property of the United 
States, the state, counties, cities, towns, school districts, municipal cor- 
porations, public libraries, [all unprocessed, perishable fruits and vege- 
tables in farm storage and owned by the producer,] such other property 
as is used exclusively for agricultural and horticultural societies, for 
educational purposes, places of actual religious worship, hospitals and 
places of burial not used or held for private or corporate profit, and 
institutions of purely public charity, evidence of debt secured by mort- 
gages of record upon real or personal property in the state of Montana, 
and public art galleries and public observatories not used or held for 
private or corporate profit, are exempt from taxation, but no more land 
than is necessary for such purpose is exempt; provided, the term “insti- 
tutions of purely public charity” as used in this act shall include orga- 
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nizations owning and operating facilities for the care of the retired or 
aged or chronically ill which are not operated for gain or profit; pro- 
vided, that the terms public art galleries and public observatories used 
in this act shall mean only such art galleries and observatories whether 
of public or private ownership, as are open to the public, without charge 
or fee at all reasonable hours, and are used for the purpose of education 
only, and also when a clubhouse or building erected by or belonging 
to any society or organization of honorably discharged United States 
soldiers, sailors or marines who served in army or navy of United 
States, is used exclusively for educational, fraternal, benevolent or 
purely public charitable purposes, rather than for gain or profit, 
together with the library and furniture necessarily used in any such 
building, and all property, real or personal, in the possession of legal 
guardians of incompetent veterans of the World War or minor depend- 
ents of such veterans, where such property is funds or derived from 
funds received from the United States as pension, compensation, insur- 
ance adjusted compensation, or gratuity, shall be exempt from all taxa- 
tion as property of the United States while held by the guardian, but 
not after title passes to the veteran or minor in his or her own right 
on account of removal of legal disability. 


(2) All household goods and furniture, including clocks, musical 
instruments, sewing machines, wearing apparel of members of the 
family actually used by the owner for personal and domestic purposes, 
or for furnishing or equipping the family residence are exempt from 
taxation. 


(3) Freeport merchandise shall be exempt from taxation. Freeport 
merchandise means those stocks of merchandise manufactured or pro- 
duced outside this state which are in transit through this state and con- 
signed to a warehouse or other storage facility, public or private, within 
this state, for storage in transit prior to shipment to a final destination 
outside the state, and which have acquired a taxable situs within the 
state. 


Stocks of merchandise do not lose their status as freeport merchandise 
because while in the storage facility they are assembled, bound, joined, 
processed, disassembled, divided, cut, broken in bulk, relabeled or 
repackaged. 


Any person, corporation, firm, partnership, association, or other group 
seeking to qualify its property for inclusion in this class shall make 
application to the state department of revenue in such manner or form 
as may be required by the department. 


(4) All unprocessed, perishable fruits and vegetables in farm storage 
and owned by the producer are exempt from taxation. 


(5) A capital investment in a recognized non-fossil form of energy 
generation is exempt to the extent provided under section [3 of this 
act]*.’ 


Section 8. Section 84-301, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘84-301. Classification of property for taxation. For the purpose of 
taxation the taxable property in the state shall be classified as follows: 


Class One. The annual net proceeds of all mines and mining claims, 
after deducting only the expenses specified and allowed by section 
84-5403; also where the right to enter upon land, to explore or prospect, 
or dig for oil, gas, coal or mineral is reserved in land or received by 
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mesne conveyance (exclusive of leasehold interests), devise or succession 
by any person or corporation, the surface title to which has passed to 
or remains in another, the state department of revenue shall determine ~ 
the value of the right to enter upon said tract of land for the purpose 
of digging, exploring, or prospecting for gas, oil, coal or minerals, and 
the same shall be placed in this classification for the purpose of taxa- 
tion. 


Class Two. All agricultural and other tools, implements and machinery, 
gas and other engines and boilers, threshing machines and outfits used 
therewith, automobiles, motor trucks and other power-driven cars, vehi- 
cles of all kinds except mobile homes, boats and all watercraft, harness, 
saddlery and robes and except as provided in Class Five (b) of this 
section, all poles, lines, transformers, transformer stations, meters, 
tools, improvements, machinery and other property used and owned by 
all persons, firms, corporations, and other organizations which are 
engaged in the business of furnishing telephone communications, exclu- 
sively to rural areas, or to rural areas and cities and towns provided 
that any such city or town has a population of eight hundred (800) per- 
sons or less; and provided further, that the average circuit miles for 
each station on the system is more than one and one-quarter (1 4) 
miles. 


Class Three. Livestock, poultry and unprocessed products of both; stocks 
of merchandise of all sorts, together with furniture and fixtures used 
therewith, except mobile homes; and all office or hotel furniture and 
fixtures. 


Class Four. (a) All land, town and city lots, with improvements, and 
all trailers affixed to land owned, leased, or under contract or purchase 
by the trailer owner, manufacturing and mining machinery, fixtures 
and supplied, except as otherwise provided by the constitution of Mon- 
tana, and except as such property may be included in Class Five, Class 
Seven or Class Eight. 


(b) Mobile homes without regard to the ownership of the land upon 
which they are situated, except those held by a distributor or dealer 
of mobile homes as part of his stock in trade, and except as such prop- 
erty may be included in Class Eight. 


Class Five. (a) All moneys and credits, secured or unsecured, including 
all state, county, school district and other municipal bonds, warrants 
and securities, without any deduction or offset; provided, however, that 
the terms ‘moneys and credits’ as herein used shall not embrace the 
moneyed capital employed in the banking business by any banking 
corporation or individual in this state. 


(b) All poles, lines, transformers, transformer stations, meters, tools, 
improvements, machinery and other property used and owned by 
cooperative rural electrical and co-operative rural telephone associations 
organized under the laws of Montana except those within the incorpo- 
rated limits of a city or town in which less than ninety-five percent 
(95%) of the electric consumers and/or telephone users are served by 
a co-operative organization, and as to the property enumerated in this 
sub-section (b) within incorporated limits of a city or town in which less 
than ninety-five percent (95%) of the electric consumers or users will 
be served by a co-operative organization, such property shall be put in 
Class Two. 


(c) All unprocessed agricultural products either on the farm or in stor- 
age, irrespective of whether said products are owned by the elevator, 
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warehouse or flour mill owner or company storing the same, or any 
other person whomsoever, except all perishable fruits and vegetables 
in farm storage and owned by the producer, and excepting livestock and 
poultry and the unprocessed products of both. 


(d) The dwelling house, and the lot on which it is erected, owned and 
occupied by any resident of the state, who has been honorably dis- 
charged from active service in any branch of the armed forces, who is 
rated one hundred percent (100%) disabled due to a service-connected 
disability by the United States veterans administration or its successors. 


In the event of the veteran’s death, the dwelling house, and the lot on 
which it is erected, so long as the widow remains unmarried and the 
owner and occupant of the property, shall remain within this classifi- 
cation. 


Class Six. Property formerly included in this class is now classified by 
section 84-308, R.C.M. 1947. 


Class Seven. (a) All new industrial property. New industrial property 
shall mean any new industrial plant, including land, buildings, machin- 
ery and fixtures which, in the determination of the state department 
of revenue, is used by a new industry during the first three (3) years 
of operation not having been assessed prior to July 1, 1961, within the 
state of Montana. New industry shall mean any person, corporation, 
firm, partnership, association, or other group which establishes a new 
plant or plants in this state for the operation of a new industrial 
endeavor, as distinguished from a mere expansion, reorganization, or 
merger of an existing industry or industries. Provided, however, that 
new industrial property shall be limited to industries that manufacture, 
mill, mine, produce, process or fabricate materials, or do similar work 
in which capital and labor are employed in which materials unservice- 
able in their natural state are extracted, processed or made fit for use 
or are substantially altered or treated so as to create commercial prod- 
ucts or materials; and in no event shall the term new industrial property 
be included to mean property used by retail or wholesale merchants, 
commercial services of any type, agriculture, trades or professions. And 
provided further, that new industrial property shall not be included to 
mean property which is used or employed in any industrial plant which 
has been in operation in this state for three (3) years or longer. Any 
person, corporation, firm, partnership, association or other group 
seeking to qualify its property for inclusion in this class shall make 
application to the state department of revenue in such manner and form 
as may be required by said department. 


(b) A capital investment in a recognized non-fossil form of energy 
generation, to the extent provided under section [8 of this act]*. 


Class Eight. (a) Any improvement on real property, trailers affixed 
to land or mobile home belonging to any person who qualifies under 
any one or more of the hereinafter set forth categories, valued at not 
more than seventeen thousand five hundred dollars ($17,500), which is 
owned or under a contract for deed, and which is actually occupied by: 


(1) a widow sixty-two (62) years of age or older, whether with or with- 
out minor dependent children, who qualifies under the income limita- 
tions of (4), or 


(2) a widower sixty-five (65) years of age or older, whether with or 
without minor dependent children, who qualifies under the income 
limitations of (4), or 
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(3) a widow with minor or dependent children regardless of age, who 
qualifies under the income limitations of (4), or 


(4) a recipient of retirement benefits whose income from all sources 
is not more than four thousand dollars ($4,000) for a single person and 
five thousand two hundred dollars ($5,200) for a married couple per 
annum. Provided, further, that one who applies for classification of 
property under this class must make an affidavit to the state depart- 
ment of revenue on a form as may be provided by the state department 
of revenue supplied without cost to the applicant, as to his income, if 
applicable, as to his retirement benefits, if applicable, or, as to his mari- 
tal status, if applicable, and to the fact that he or she actually occupies 
such improvements with right of the county welfare board to investigate 
the applicant, on the completion of the form, as to answers given on 
the form. Provided, further, that the value of said property shall not 
increase during the life of the recipient of retirement benefits or widow 
or widower covered under this class. For purposes of the affidavit 
required for classification of property under this class, it shall be suffi- 
cient if the applicant signs a statement swearing to or affirming the 
correctness of the information supplied, whether or not the statement 
is signed before a person authorized to administer oaths, and mails the 
application and statement to the department of revenue. This signed 
statement shall be treated as a statement under oath or equivalent 
affirmation for purposes of section 94-7-203, R.C.M. 1947, relating to 
the criminal offense of false swearing. 


(b) Any capital investment in a building for an energy conservation 
purpose, to the extent provided under section [3 of this act]*. 


All property not included in the eight (8) preceding 
classes.”

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I hereby veto Senate Bill No. 292, “AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
STATE TREASURER BE AN ELECTED OFFICIAL, AND PROVIDING 
FOR ELECTION, QUALIFICATIONS, DUTIES AND VACANCY IN 


OFFICE.” I exercise this veto for two reasons: 


First, the Office of Treasurer is the only statewide office deleted from 
the list of executive offices to be elected in a statewide election under 
Montana’s new Constitution. The action taken by the Constitutional 
Convention and the subsequent approval of the new Constitution by the 
people of Montana indicates that the Office of Treasurer is the one office 
in the executive branch that can be filled by appointment rather than 
by election. My veto of Senate Bill No. 292 simply reaffirms the vote of 
the people in 1972. 


Second, the functions performed by the State Treasurer have already 
been transferred to the Department of Administration for administrative 
purposes under Montana’s Executive Reorganization Act. An examination 
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_ of the law indicates that the duties of the Treasurer are purely ministerial 
and that there is no need to elect a State Treasurer. The functions can 
be adequately performed by a person appointed by the Director of the - 
Department of Administration. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this matter.

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill 338, “AN ACT AMENDING SECTIONS 84-5211, 
84-5212, 84-5214, AND 84-5215, R.C.M. 1947, TO UPDATE ARCHAIC 
LANGUAGE AND TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM PERMISSIBLE 
LIMITS OF THE SPECIAL LEVIES ON LIVESTOCK USED TO FUND 
THE DEPARTMENT OF LIVESTOCK” without my signature and 
recommend the following amendments. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, I must emphasize that I support 
raising the levies for the Department of Livestock. However, as enrolled, 
the bill violates the principles of the Executive Reorganization Act. The 
amendments that I am recommending would simply make the legislation 
conform to the basic principles of executive reorganization. House Bill 338 
refers on several occasions to the divisions that have been administra- 
tively created within the Department of Livestock. Earlier this session 
I indicated that I would oppose any attempts to codify administratively 
created divisions within departments. Therefore, the amendments that I 
am suggesting will simply delete reference to the divisions of the Depart- 
ment of Livestock and substitute the word “functions”. In this manner 
the Department will be free to reorganize in the future without having 
to resort to the introduction of legislation to change the name of the divi- 
sions. 
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I thank you for your careful consideration of this matter.

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return Senate Bill No. 198, “AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 40-2726, 
R.C.M. 1947, TO PROVIDE THE STATE AUDITOR AUTHORITY TO 
DEPOSIT FEES AND LICENSES IN CLEARING ACCOUNTS?” without 
my signature and recommend the attached amendments. 


I do not question the intent of Senate Bill No. 198, but I do disagree 
with the form. The reference in the bill to “related clearing accounts” does 
not specify the fund within the State Treasury structure in which the 
accounts would be located. 


Almost all of the accounts in the fund structure are administratively 
created within the Statewide Budgeting and Accounting System. This 
provides the Department of Administration the flexibility to create new 
accounts as they are needed or to close old accounts no longer needed. 


Therefore, I offer the following amendments and ask for concurrence.

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 623, “AN ACT AMENDING SECTIONS 69-2105 
AND 69-2123, R.C.M. 1947, TO STANDARDIZE THE DEFINITIONS OF 
MOBILE HOMES AND RECREATIONAL VEHICLES COVERED BY 
THE BUILDING AND MOBILE HOME STANDARDS OF THE STATE 
OF MONTANA AND CLARIFYING THAT HOMES OR VEHICLES ARE 
INCLUDED UNDER COMPLIANCE WITH THOSE STANDARDS’ with- 
out my signature and recommend the following amendments. This 
amendatory veto is being exercised for two reasons. 


To begin with, the provisions of House Bill No. 623 as they apply to 
used mobile homes, will work a hardship on dealers and individuals 
selling used units. For example, failure to give notice as required by the 
provisions of House Bill No. 623 may result in actions by purchasers to 
rescind purchases of used mobile homes and recreational vehicles. 


I have also been informed by the Montana Bankers Association that 
member banks will be advised that the financing of used mobile homes 
and recreational units should not be undertaken unless the purchase 
agreement is accompanied by the written notice specified in the proposed 
amendment to Section 69-2123, R.C.M. 1947. 


Second, I have decided to recommend an amendment to House Bill No. 
623 because of the impact that this bill will have on the Department of 
Administration. The Department has just begun the process of inspecting 
and certifying that new mobile homes and recreational vehicles sold 
within the state can comply with the state standards. The effective date 
of these regulations was March 1, 1975. It has taken the Department 
under current manpower and funding limitations over three years to 
establish this inspection program. Now, under the provisions of House Bill 
No. 623, it appears that the Department could be put into the position 
of having to inspect used mobile homes and recreational vehicles as well 
Be new ones. The Department does not have manpower to perform this 
unction. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this matter. I hope that 
you will concur in the amendments that I have proposed.

_ Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return Senate Bill No. 251, “AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 31-105, 
R.C.M. 1947, REDEFINING THE RANK STRUCTURE OF THE MON.- 
TANA HIGHWAY PATROL; AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE 
DATE”, without my signature and recommend the following amendments. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, I emphasize that I express no opin- 


_ ion, one way or the other, on the intent of this act. However, Section 


31-105, as presented to me in this bill, contains many archaic references 
that should be changed as long as the section is before the Legislature. 


The Executive Reorganization Act of 1971 reorganized the many agen- 
cies of state government into 19 principal departments. Of those 19 
departments, all, save the Department of Justice, have prepared bills to 
recodify and generally revise the laws related to them and have presented 
those bills to the Legislature. Because the Department of Justice has 
failed to prepare such a bill, it is left to the Legislature to make the 
changes necessary to reflect executive reorganization when an affected 
section comes before it. 


The Highway Patrol Board, mentioned in Senate Bill No. 251, was abol- 
ished and its functions transferred to the Division of Motor Vehicles, 
Department of Justice, in Section 82A-1205, R.C.M. 1947. The Changes 
necessary to reflect this transfer should be made in Section 31-105. 


Also, Section 31-105 contains an annual longevity increase for highway 
patrolmen. This increase will be directly in conflict with the longevity 
plan contained in the wage and salary plan passed by the Legislature and 
should be deleted. 


For these reasons I am returning Senate Bill No. 251 without my signa- 
ture and recommending the attached amendments. I urge your concur- 
rence.

Dear President McOmber and Speaker McKittrick: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return Senate Bill No. 135, “AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 82-4204, 
R.C.M. 1947, TO PROVIDE FOR PUBLICATION AND MAILING OF 
NOTICE OF PROPOSED RULES AT LEAST THIRTY (30) DAYS PRIOR 
TO THE AGENCY’S INTENDED ACTION; TO PROVIDE TWENTY (20) 
DAYS TO SUBMIT DATA; AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE EXTENSION 
OF A HEARING DATE UP TO TWENTY (20) DAYS”, without my signa- 
ture and recommend the following amendments. 


Under rules adopted by the Secretary of State’s Office for publication 
of notices under the Administrative Procedure Act, all proposed rules 
must be filed with the Secretary of State’s Office prior to the 10th of each 
month. Therefore, the thirty day notice requirement as proposed in Senate 
Bill No. 135 virtually precludes the preparation and adoption of final rules 
for submission to the Secretary of State for inclusion in the Administra- 
tive Procedure Act before the filing deadline for the succeeding month. 
In other words, even in situations where there are no comments on the 
proposed adoption of rules, the agency would have to wait two months 
before final rules could be adopted. Therefore, I am requesting that the 
thirty day notice requirement be reduced to the twenty day notice 
requirement contained originally in the Administrative Procedure Act. 


My proposed amendment #4 reduces from twenty days to fourteen days 
the minimum amount of time that must be afforded interested persons 
to comment upon proposed rules. This time reduction is consistent with 
my other proposed amendments to reduce from thirty days to twenty days 
the notice requirments of the Administrative Procedure Act. 


I must emphasize that these proposed amendments do not affect what 
I consider to be the most important amendment to the Administrative 
Procedure Act in Senate Bill No. 135. That amendment is found on page 
two of the bill and provides that an interested person may file a written 
request with the agency to extend a hearing date up to twenty days. This 
substantive change is needed and I wholeheartedly concur in that amend- 
ment.

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Section 3. Legislative finance committee and office of legislative fiscal

the office of legislative fiscal analyst. The legislative fiscal analyst shall 
direct the office in carrying out the provisions of this act. 


Section 4. Legislative finance committee—appointment and term of | 


members—officers. The legislative finance committee consists of: 
(1) four (4) members of the senate finance and claims committee, 
appointed by the chairman; (2) two (2) members of the senate 
appointed, at large, by the committee on committees; (3) four (4) 
members of the house of representatives appropriation committee, 


appointed by the chairman; and (4) two (2) members of the house | 


appointed before the end of the first regular session of the biennium. 
No more than three (3) members of each house, two (2) committee 


members and one (1) at large member, may be from the same political | 


party. 


A vacancy on the committee occurring when the legislature is not in | 
session shall be filled by the selection of a member of the appropriate | 
political party and appropriate committee as provided in this section | 
by the remaining members of the committee to complete the unexpired | 


term. Appointments are for two (2) years and a member of the commit- 


tee shall serve until his term of office as a legislator ends or until his | 


successor is appointed, whichever occurs first.

Members of the committee shall be reimbursed for expenses | 


and paid compensation as provided by law for interim standing commit- | 


tees. 


Section 5. Powers and duties of the committee. The committee may: (1) 
Organize, adopt rules to govern its proceedings, and meet as often as 


necessary, upon the call of the chairman, to advise and consult with | 


the legislative fiscal analyst; 


(2) Employ the legislative fiscal analyst who shall serve at the pleas- | 


ure of and be responsible to the committee, and the committee shall 
set his salary; 


(3) Exercise the investigatory powers of a standing committee under | 


Title 43, chapter 4, R.C.M. 1947. 


Section.6. Legislative fiscal analyst’s duties. The legislative fiscal | 
analyst shall: (1) provide for fiscal analysis of state government and | 
accumulate, compile, analyze, and furnish such information bearing | 
upon the financial matters of the state that is relevant to issues of | 








policy and questions of statewide importance, including, but not limited | 


to, investigation and study of the possibilities of effecting economy and — 


efficiency in state government; 


(2) Estimate revenue from existing and proposed taxes; 


(3) Analyze the executive budget and budget requests of selected state | 
agencies and institutions, including proposals for the construction of | 


capital improvements; 


(4) Make the reports and recommendations he deems desirable to the | 
legislature and make reports and recommendations as requested by the | 


legislative finance committee and the legislature; and 


(5) Assist committees of the legislature, and individual legislators, in | 


compiling and analyzing financial information. 
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Section 7. Fiscal analysis information from state agencies. The legis- 
lative fiscal analyst has the authority to investigate and examine into 
the costs of state government activities and may examine the records, - 
books, and files of any state agency, including confidential records of 
executive branch agencies. Every state agency shall furnish the legis- 
lative fiscal analyst with copies of all budget requests, at the time of 
submission to the budget director as provided by law, and if requested, 
all underlying and supporting documentation. In the year preceding 
each legislative session, the budget director shall furnish the legislative 
fiscal analyst on a confidential basis: 


(1) by December 1, a copy of the documents which reflect the antici- 
pated receipts and other means of financing the budget for each fiscal 
year of the ensuing biennium; 


(2) by December 1, a preliminary budget which shall meet the statu- 
tory requirements for submission of the budget to the legislature; and 


(3) by December 15, all amendments to the preliminary budget. 


Section 8. Appointment of fiscal analysis employees and consultants. 
The legislative fiscal analyst may employ, fix the salaries and define 
the duties of such staff and consultants as may be necessary, within 
the limits of his appropriation. 


Section 9. Funds transferred. Any unexpended funds appropriated by 
House Bill No. 1128, Session Laws of 1974, and funds appropriated to 
the ‘Fiscal Analysis Program’ in House Bill No. 286, Session Laws of 
1975, are hereby transferred to the office of the legislative fiscal analyst 
to carry out the purpose of this act. 


Section 10. Repealer. Sections 43-1101 through 43-1108, R.C.M. 1947, 
are repealed.

OF ALL SWINE SOLD IN MONTANA” without my signature and 
recommend the following amendments. 


Basically, the amendments that I am proposing will make the Pork 
Research and Marketing Act consistent with the provisions of the Execu- 
tive Reorganization Act and good drafting principles. 


To begin with, many of the amendments that I am proposing will simply 
delete the word “administrative” from the provisions of Senate Bill No. 
278. It is not necessary to refer to the Pork Research and Marketing 
Committee as an administrative committee. 


Second, Senate Bill No. 278 fails to codify the functions to be performed 
by the Pork Research and Marketing Committee within the chapter of 
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the Executive Reorganization Act dealing with the Department of Live- 
stock. My proposed amendment 4 will accomplish this and guarantee that 
the committee is properly codified in Chapter 13 of Title 82A. 


Proposed amendments 28 and 30 provide that the assessments made 
under Senate Bill No. 278 shall be deposited in the federal and private 
revenue fund rather than in an earmarked revenue fund. This change 
is consistent with a recommendation made by the legislative auditor and 
the Executive Reorganization Act. 


Many of my other proposed amendments simply combine certain provi- 
sions of Senate Bill No. 278 and eliminate other unnecessary provisions. 
For example, Section 2 of the enrolled bill is not needed. Section 4 dealing 
with the appointment and composition of the Committee adequately 
covers the subject. Furthermore, the provisons of Section 2 as they pertain 
to hiring staff are not needed because the Committee will be attached 
to the Department of Livestock for administrative purposes only and the 
Department will be charged with providing the Committee with an appro- 
priate staff. 


In closing, I wish to emphasize that I endorse the creation of a Pork 
Research and Marketing Committee. However, I believe that the amend- 
ments that I have offered will improve the legislation and make it consis- 
tent with the provisions of the Executive Reorganization Act. I ask your 
concurrence in these amendments.

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In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I hereby veto House Bill No. 155, “AN ACT ESTABLISHING POLICIES 
AND PROCEDURES FOR CONTRACTING PROFESSIONAL SERVICES 
BY THE STATE; PROHIBITING THE PAYMENT OF CONTINGENT 
FEES FOR PROFESSIONAL SERVICES CONTRACTS; PROVIDING 
PENALTIES; AND REPEALING SECTION 82-3319, R.C.M. 1947.” I 
exercise this veto for three reasons. 


First, House Bill No. 155 would create a time consuming, costly, 
bureaucratic procedure for entering into contracts for professional 
services. There are many instances in which contracts for professional 
services must be issued on short notice to acquire needed information 
before a timely decision can be made on a matter. For example, under 
the Utility Siting Law and the State’s air pollution laws, the agencies 
involved must comply with strict time limitation requirements in review- 
ing applications for certificates and permits. Compliance with the proce- 
dures outlined in House Bill No. 155 would, in many instances, jeopardize 
the ability of the agency to make a decision within the time frame speci- 
fied. Time requirements in many of the State’s other laws are even more 
stringent and it would not be possible for the agencies affected to acquire 
timely information from professional service organizations if full compli- 
ance with House Bill No. 155 was required. 


House Bill No. 155 also fails to deal with emergency situations that 
may arise. For example, the Department of Health and Environmental 
Sciences often contracts with out-of-state hospitals for surgery, such as 
open heart surgery for children. The total cost of these contracts is in 
excess of $3,000. The provisions of House Bill No. 155 would apply to these 
situations and I do not believe that the health of an individual should 
be jeopardized to satisfy the requirements of House Bill No. 155. 


Second, the cost of fully implementing House Bill No. 155 could be pro- 
hibitive for state agencies. The Public Employees Retirement Division of 
the Department of Administration has expressed alarm about the finan- 
cial impact that House Bill No. 155 would have on that Division. As most 
of you are aware, actuarial evaluation of the PERS system involves a con- 
tinuing consideration of the various retirement systems, including calcu- 
lations affecting not only current operations but funding costs that can 
adversely affect taxpayers forty years into the future. For this reason, 
it is necessary to acquire the consulting services of a firm with actuarial 
information about every section of the retirement act, including attorney 
general’s opinions and the Board of Administration’s interpretations and 
application of the retirement act. The Division has found it to be in the 
best interest of the people of Montana to continue to retain an established 
firm with past experience in interpreting the provisions of retirement acts. 


Under the provisions of House Bill No. 155, however, a change in actu- 
aries would have to be made periodically and this could have a significant 
financial impact. Under a low bid consideration, a firm may win on a 
low bid basis but not be able to provide critical services that the Division 
needs. Or if the service level remained the same, the cost could be 
increased significantly if the firm had not had previous experience and 
was required to gear up to advise the Division on actuarial matters. The 
Division has estimated that it would cost between $2,000 and $20,000 for 
each actuarial consultant change depending upon the time involved in 
reviewing each retirement system with the new actuary and programing 
the present computer systems to compile the historical data in a new 
format compatible with the new actuary’s equipment and programs. Fur- 
thermore, the Division estimates that a change in actuary would take at 
least six months to accomplish. I believe that these costs and delays are 
unnecessary. 
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To further illustrate the financial impact that House Bill No. 155 would 


have on state government, I have enclosed a letter from the Chairman _ 


of the Senate Finance and Claims Committee stating that the Committee 
will not appropriate the $95,000 necessary to fully implement House Bill 
No. 155. Senator Thiessen goes on to request, on behalf of the Committee, 
that I veto House Bill No. 155 because “...the bill does not merit such 
an appropriation...”. | agree with the Committee’s conclusion. 


Third, I am uncertain as to the impact of House Bill No. 155 on business 
and professional service organizations who are not residents of Montana. 
On its face, the provisions of House Bill No. 155 appear not to discrimi- 
nate against out-of-state firms. Subsection (1) of Section 4 does state, 
however, that “in the procurement of professional services for any agency, 
the department shall require firms engaged in the lawful (emphasis 
added) practice of their professions who seek to perform such services to 
submit annually a statement of qualifications and performance data”. The 
phrase “lawful practice” would seem to preclude any professional orga- 
nization or business not lawfully entitled to do business in this state from 
participating in the provisions of House Bill No. 155. This in itself creates 
problems for many administrative agencies. 


For example, Mr. Ted Schwinden, who serves as Commissioner of State 
Lands, has received a request from the Tri-County Ranchers Association 
asking the Department to retain either the U.S. Salinity Lab in California 
or the Mandan, North Dakota Research Center to do a soils analysis of 
the sodium spoils at the Decker Mine. The request has been made to Mr. 
Schwinden because the Tri-County Ranchers Association believes that the 
assistance of independent experts is needed in this particular situation. 
Similar requests have been made to other state agencies in the past. I 
question whether a legitimate request for an independent analysis could 
be granted under the provisions of House Bill No. 155.

The legislature finds that the public is 
best protected when such offenders are given the opportunity to secure 
employment or to engage in a meaningful occupation, while licensure 
must be conferred with prudence to protect the interests of the public. 


Section 2. It is the intent of the legislature and the declared policy 
of the state that occupational licensure be granted or revoked as a police 
power of the state in its protection of the public health, safety and wel- 
fare. 


Section 3. Conviction not a sole basis for denial. Criminal convictions 
shall not operate as an automatic bar to being licensed to enter any 
occupation in the state of Montana. No licensing authority shall refuse

to license a person solely on the basis of a previous criminai conviction; 
provided, however, where a license applicant has been convicted of a 
criminal offense, and such criminal offense relates to the public health, 
welfare and safety as it applies to the occupation for which the license 
is sought, the licensing agency may, after investigation, find that the 
applicant so convicted has not been sufficiently rehabilitated as to 
warrant to public trust and deny the issuance of a license. 


Section 4. Statement of reasons for denial. When a licensing agency 
prohibits an applicant from being licensed, wholly or partially on the 
basis of a criminal conviction, the agency shall state explicitly in writ- 
ing the reasons for the decision. 


Section 5. Licensure on completion of supervision. Completion of 
probation or parole supervision, without any subsequent criminal con- 
viction, shall be evidence of rehabilitation, provided, however, that the 
facts surrounding the situation that led to the probation or parole 
supervision may be considered as they relate to the occupation for which 
a license is sought and provided that nothing herein shall be construed 
to prohibit licensure of a person while he is under state supervision if 
the licensing agency finds insufficient evidence to preclude such licen- 
sure.”

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 396, “AN ACT TO IMPLEMENT ARTICLE II, 
SECTION 8 OF THE 1972 CONSTITUTION BY PROVIDING GUIDE- 
LINES FOR CITIZEN PARTICIPATION IN THE OPERATIONS OF 
GOVERNMENT AGENCIES”, without my signature and recommend the 
attached amendments. 


The amendments that I am presenting for your review will simply clar- 
ify the intent of the Legislature in defining what must be done to provide 
citizens with adequate notice of impending decisions of significant interest 
and what must be done to assist interested citizens to participate in the 
making of those decisions. For example, proposed Amendment No. 1 speci- 
fies specific notice situations which shall be deemed sufficient to comply 
with the legislative mandate. The list of notice situations specified, how- 
ever, is by no means exclusive. If none of the specific notice situations 
listed have been complied with, the agency must utilize other methods 
of giving notice to interested persons before making decisions that are 
of significant interest to the public. 


Amendment No. 1 also clearly provides that once notice has been given, 
agencies must provide reasonable methods of affording interested persons 
with the opportunity to submit comments or arguments, orally or in writ- 
ing, prior to a final decision on a matter that is of significant interest 
to the public. 


Proposed Amendments Nos. 3, 4, and 5 simply clarify the enforcement 
section of House Bill No. 396. Many times it will not be possible for the 
agency to determine whose rights have been prejudiced. Therefore, rather 
than making a broad statement that no agency decision is valid against 
any person, my proposed amendments make it clear that the district 
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courts can set aside an agency decision when a person whose rights have 
been prejudiced petitions the district court. 


In addition, proposed Amendment No. 5 shortens from ninety days to 
thirty days the time deadline within which an action must be filed chal- 
lenging a decision made by an agency. This change is requested simply 
because of the uncertainty that a ninety day statute of limitation creates 
for a private party affected by a decision. For example, if an agency makes 
a decision to issue a permit to a particular company, I believe that it is 
unreasonable to expect that company to wait for ninety days to begin 
operating under the provisions of that permit. I believe that a thirty day 
period is sufficient time for a party to file an action which could result 
in the revocation of the issuance of a permit. 


I ask for your concurrence in these amendments. I completely support 
the concept of permitting and encouraging citizens to participate in the 
decisions made by government. The amendments that I am offering, 
however, will give state and local government objective guidelines to 
follow in implementing Article II, Section 8, of Montana’s Constitution.

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 435, “AN ACT TO REQUIRE THE OWNER OF 
A MOBILE HOME TO PAY THE PROPERTY TAX TWICE A YEAR”, 
without my signature and recommend the attached amendment. 


House Bill No. 435 addresses a serious problem for many citizens in 
Montana. It allows mobile homeowners to pay their property taxes in two 
installments as do all other homeowners. The current method of payment 
requires the entire property tax to be paid within thirty days of receipt 
of the property tax bill. This is an unnecessary burden on those who live 
in mobile homes. The amendment that I am suggesting does not alter the 
two payment system established by House Bill No. 435. 


The amendment merely insures that mobile homes are not removed 
from a county or from the state without full payment of taxes being made. 


I feel the amendment is necessary to protect this revenue source for 
county, city and school districts in Montana. 


I ask for your favorable concurrence in this amendment.

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 531, “AN ACT TO AWARD COSTS AND 
REASONABLE ATTORNEYS’ FEES TO A PLAINTIFF WHO BRINGS 
A SUCCESSFUL ACTION UNDER THE RIGHT TO KNOW PROVI- 
SIONS OF THE MONTANA CONSTITUTION”, without my signature 
and recommend the following amendment. 


The amendment that I am proposing simply deletes the mandatory 
requirement that a district court award costs and reasonable attorneys’ 
fees to a plaintiff who brings a successful right to know action and makes 
the authority to grant such costs and attorneys’ fees discretionary. I am 
recommending this change for two reasons. 


First, my proposed amendment will give the district courts the flexibil- 
ity to deal with the two basic situations in which right to know suits will 
probably arise. In one instance a right to know suit will probably be filed 
in situations where a public official is required to make an on-the-spot 
judgment which is later declared to have been in error. I do not believe 
that in this situation the agency involved should be required to pay the 
costs and reasonable attorneys’ fees of a successful plaintiff. 


However, in situations where an agency willfully seeks to violate the 
provisions of the right-to-know provision of the Constitution and holds 
a meeting in secret or withholds public documents, the courts should have 
the authority to award costs and reasonable attorneys’ fees to a successful 
plaintiff. 


I believe that my proposed amendment is also justified because of the 
potential financial impact on state and local governments if the provisions 
of House Bill No. 531 were made mandatory. For example, a right-to-know 
action can be brought against not only state agencies, but against school 
boards, city councils, the Board of County Commissioners, airport authori- 
ties, or any other local government entity. Depending upon the complexity 
of the suit and depending upon whether the case is pursued all the way 
to the Montana Supreme Court, the awarding of costs and reasonable 
attorneys’ fees could cost the governmental entity involved several thou- 
sand dollars. Because of this potential financial impact, I believe that the 
courts should be given sufficient flexibility to determine whether costs 
and reasonable attorneys’ fees should be assessed based on the financial 
impact on the entity involved. I do not believe that state or local govern- 
ments should be forced to raise taxes in order to pay the litigation costs 
associated with a right-to-know suit. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this amendatory veto.

Dear Speaker McKittrick and President McOmber: 


In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill No. 569, “AN ACT TO REQUIRE PRIOR TO ISSU- 
ANCE OF A STRIP MINING PERMIT, THE WRITTEN CONSENT OF 
THE OWNER OF THE SURFACE ESTATE OVERLYING THE MIN- 
ERAL ESTATE TO BE MINED WHEN SUCH OWNER DOES NOT OWN 
THE MINERAL ESTATE; AND AMENDING SECTION 50-1036, R.C.M. 
1947” without my signature and recommend the following amendment. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, I must emphasize that I am in basic 
agreement with the principles set forth in House Bill No. 569. However, 
House Bill No. 569 in its present form would have a deleterious effect 
on the school trust fund. As Governor, and as a member of the Board 
of Land Commissioners, I am obligated to protect the public school fund 
and guarantee it against loss or diversion. 


House Bill No. 569 would amend the Strip Mining and Reclamation Act 
to require that prior to strip mining operations, the mineral estate owner 
must secure the written consent or waiver of the surface owner. The bill 
does not apply to mineral estates owned by the federal government in 
fee or held in trust for an Indian tribe but is applicable to state school 
trust lands. 


Under Montana law, when the state sells the surface of school grant 
lands, it reserves the minerals and the right to use the surface to recover 
the minerals subject to compensation for damage to the surface. The state 
has leased several sections of school trust lands for the purpose of mining 
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and disposing of the coal located beneath the surface of those lands. Those 
mineral leases represent binding contracts between the State of Montana 
and the leaseholder and authorize the lessee to enter upon the surface- 
to extract the mineral. Rentals, including bonus bids, have been paid in 
good faith by the lessees under the assumption that the State of Montana 
was properly exercising its patent reservation and leasing authority, 
subject of course, to compensation to the surface owner for damages incur- 
red by him as a result of the exploration or mining. House Bill No. 569 
would impose an additional condition which must be met by the mineral 
lessee—a condition which was not contemplated at the time that the State 
of Montana and the mineral lessee entered into their contract. 


House Bill No. 569 contains no provisions which would require the sur- 
face owner to give his consent to the strip mining of the surface. By 
requiring the surface owner’s consent under such conditions as the surface 
owner may provide, House Bill No. 569 could substantially reduce the 
revenue to the school trust fund. The bill has the effect of putting the 
surface owner in a superior legal position and enables him to either pro- 
hibit the extraction of the state owned minerals or to allow the extraction 
upon his terms. Since the state would no longer possess or control the 
access to the minerals, it would essentially no longer possess and control 
the minerals. 


State school lands were granted to Montana under the terms of the 
Enabling Act and the federal government as grantor established the terms 
under which the lands were granted. Section 11 of the Enabling Act pro- 
hibits any estate or interest in the lands from being disposed of unless 
full market value of the estate or interest is paid to the state. Montana’s 
Constitution reflects those provisions in Article X, Section 11 which also 
requires full market value be obtained for any estate or interest disposed 
of. By allowing the surface purchaser to prohibit or adversely restrict the 
extraction of minerals, the state has in effect “disposed” of the minerals 
without receiving full compensation to the trust. The authority granted 
to the surface owner in House Bill No. 569 is so broad that the surface 
owner could demand a percentage or an overriding interest in the produc- 
tion of the minerals. School lands were granted in trust for the support 
of the common schools and only the true beneficiaries of the trust can 
benefit from it. 


Finally, and most importantly, House Bill No. 569 could result in the 
forfeiture of state lands, both mineral and surface. The 1889 Enabling 
Act which granted the state its common school lands exempted those lands 
known to be mineral in character and allowed the state to select other 
lands (in lieu). A 1927 Act of Congress (43 USCA Sec. 870) removed that 
restriction and granted Montana the in-place sections 16 and 36, even 
though mineral in character. However, a condition was attached to that 
grant which reads as follows: “The additional grant made by this section 
is upon the express condition that all sales, grants, deeds or patents for 
any of the lands so granted shall hereafter be subject to and contain a 
reservation to the state of all the coal and other minerals in the land 
so sold, granted, deeded or patented together with the right to prospect 
for, mine and remove the same...” (emphasis added). That section further 
provides that any lands or minerals disposed of contrary to the provisions 
of that section shall be forfeited to the United States. 


The addition of the surface owner consent provisions of House Bill No. 
569 appears clearly contrary to the terms of the grant, and could result 
in forfeiture of state school trust lands to the federal government. As 
Governor and as a member of the Board of Land Commissioners, that 
result is unacceptable. I have prepared an amendment to House Bill No. 
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569 that would exempt from the provisions of the bill those lands held 
in trust by the State of Montana. The amendment will not interfere with 
the basic purpose of the bill. House Bill No. 569 will still be applicable 
to the vast majority of lands in Montana. It will also be consistent with 
my administration’s position on similar legislation pending before the 
United States Congress. 


I request your concurrence in the amendment.

without my signature and recommend the following amendment. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, | must emphasize that I take no 
position on the content of House Bill 648 itself. However, as enrolled, one 
provision of this bill violates the principles of the Executive Reorganiza- 
tion Act. The amendment that I am offering would simply make this legis- 
lation conform to that Act. House Bill 648 refers to the Apprenticeship 
Bureau, Labor Standards Division. This Bureau and Division are adminis- 
tratively created units of the Department of Labor and Industry. Earlier 
this session I indicated that I would oppose any attempts to codify admin- 
istratively created units within departments. Therefore, the amendment 
that I am suggesting would simply delete reference to the Bureau and 
the Division of the Department of Labor and Industry and would substi- 
tute a reference to the Department itself. In this manner, the Department 
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will be free to reorganize in the future without having to resort to the 
introduction of legislation to change the names of bureaus and divisions.

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I return House Bill 666, “AN ACT REQUIRING DISAPPROVAL OF ANY 
SUBDIVISIONS IN THE ABSENCE OF A DEMONSTRATED PUBLIC 
INTEREST; AMENDING SECTIONS 11-3860, 11-3861 AND 11-3866, 
R.C.M. 1947; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE”, without my 
signature and recommend the following amendments. 


No bill has sparked more debate this session that House Bill 666. I fully 
endorse the basic intent of the legislation because it will give local gov- 
erning bodies objective criteria on which to base decisions concerning the 
approval or disapproval of subdivision activity. 


However, I believe that a revision of two of the criteria to be considered 
by local governments is needed. My proposed amendment #1 will make 
it clear that a determination of the need for a subdivision is a determi- 
nation that should be made by the local governing body involved. My 
amendment simply specifies that the basis of the need for a subdivision 
will be defined in regulations adopted by the governing body. The housing 
and subdivision needs of Missoula County are different than those of 
Yellowstone County. Therefore, this amendment will give local govern- 
ments the flexibility to determine just what the needs of the jurisdiction 
are. 


Proposed amendment #2 specifies that in considering expressed public 
opinion, the opinions expressed must relate to the criteria contained in 
House Bill 666. If local governments are going to be required to weigh 
public opinion, then the opinions must relate to the criteria that the local 
government must evaluate in approving or disapproving of subdivisions. 


I request your careful consideration of this amendatory veto.

In exercising the constitutional powers conferred upon me as Governor, 
I hereby return Senate Bill 246, “AN ACT CREATING A BOARD OF 
WARM AIR HEATING, VENTILATION, AND AIR CONDITIONING; 
PROVIDING FOR THE LICENSING OF PERSONS PERFORMING 
WARM AIR HEATING, VENTILATING, OR AIR CONDITIONING 
WORK; AND AMENDING SECTION 69-2111, R.C.M. 1947”, without my 
signature and recommend the following amendment. 


In exercising this amendatory veto, I must emphasize that I take no 
position on the content of Senate Bill 246 itself. However, as enrolled, 
one provision of this bill violates the principles of the Executive Reorgan- 
ization Act. The amendment that I am offering would simply make this 
legislation conform to that Act. Senate Bill 246 refers to the Chief of the 
Construction Regulation Bureau of the Department of Administration. 
The Bureau and consequently the position of Chief of that Bureau are 
administratively created within the Department of Administration. Earl- 
ier this session I indicated that I would oppose any attempts to codify 
administratively created units within departments. Therefore, the 
amendment that I am suggesting would simply delete the references to 
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the Chief of the Construction Regulation Bureau and would substitute 
a reference to a representative of the Department responsible for adminis- 
tering the laws dealing with construction regulation. In this manner the 
Department will be free to reorganize in the future without having to 
resort to the introduction of legislation to change the names of adminis- 
tratively created units.

Section 5. Severance tax on coal — trust fund. The legislature shall 
dedicate a portion of the coal severance tax to a trust fund, the interest 
and income from which may be appropriated only for such projects and 
programs that benefit the people of the state of Montana as may be 
approved by three-fifths (3/5) of all the members of each house of the 
legislature. The principal of the trust shall forever remain inviolate 
unless a project or program that provides lasting benefits to the people 
of the state of Montana is approved by three-fourths (34) of all the 
members of each house of the legislature. After December 31, 1979, at 
least fifty percent (50%) of the severance tax shall be dedicated to the 
trust fund. 


Section 2. When this amendment is submitted to the qualified electors 
of Montana, there shall be printed on the ballot the full title and section 
1 of this act and the following words: 


[] For a permanent trust fund from coal taxes. 
[] Against a permanent trust fund from coal taxes.”
